CANON BARTON'S. TRIBUTE 
At a recent meeting at the Sheet Broth rhood, an. on ** The 


Jews ’’ was dehvered by the Rev. Canon Barton, Heachnaster ot the 
Portsmouth (;ramimar School The speaker emphasised the enormous 
clebt t} icy owed to the Jews, who, he had itti absolute Ve for 
religion. He observed: 

Whereas the Greeks had laid the foundations of seience and the Romans 
had vwiven us the fundamentals ot governn nt. the Jews had tauuht us all we 
know of relicion. The Jews, trom the time of theu release from exile im 
Babylon, were content to develop their conscience, to lve aceording to strict 
rule and to “do the will of God.” 0 Their moral courage-—@specially at a time 
when there were lor all Purposes ane Occasions Was tremendous ii 
that they were the first to declare that there could only be one Cio, The 
Jew was the first interpreter ol the rreht idea of God: that God was really 
just and “ would never let him down.” He never lost faith, and i things 
went wrong it must be he that had “let God down”; he could not believe 
that God was bad. Although the old world, and to an extent. his medieval 
contemporaries, knew the debt they owed to the Jew, yet he was never 
assimilated because his strict code was intolerable to the Christian and 
regarded as heretical. It was to the undying shame of Christendom that the 
Jew had been persecuted for centuries. It was incredible that Hitler should 
deal so brutally and ruthlessly with such good citizens: the contribution of the 
Jews to the well-being of the world at large in the realms of science, medical 
science, art, culture, music and drama was out of all proportion to_ their 
numbers. Hitles had misguidedly expelled, declared the speaker, “ all the 
people who had made Germany great.”

Last week, the well-known department store of Rosenthal at 
Dortmund, the old brewenes of Jacob Feitel of Mannheim, and the 
big shoe factory of Mendelshausen at Cassel have passed into “Aryan” 
hands. Simularly the old-established textile firm of Kahan and Co 
at Neustadt, and the hardware firm of ‘Loenach have passed out ot 
the hands of ther Jewish owners 

The yreatest Surprise of all, however, ts the pMASSTIDLS of the well- 
known cham of department stores of Schocken and Co. to a British 
syndicate. Mr. Schocken, the owner of this ehain of stores, 1s a 
well-known German Zionist, who is at present im Palestine. Asa 
Palestinian subject, he was more secured against Nazi attacks than 
German Jews. But even he evidently felt the coming insecurity of 
the economic Jewish position after the Olympiad and has disposed ot 
his enterprise.

MORE TO COME 
Nazi Leaders’ Warning to Jews 


A that thie di ws of Crermany expect itensification 
of the Nazi tight against them, rather than any relaxation, was given 
last weck by. speakers at the district conference of the highest leaders 
of the Nazi Party now in session in Frankfort. - The conterenceé was 
addressed by Dr. Wilhelm Frick, the Mimster of the Intenmor, Dt 
Darré, Mimster of Agriculture, Dr. Ley, head ot the Labour Front, and 
others. 

Dr. l. Vor Leers, Nazi racial expert, addressing the conterence on 
the Jewish question, declared that the world might be opposed to the 
anti-Jewish Nuremberg laws and other racial legislagon, but the 
German nation insisted on such laws. “ We are combating not only 
the invasion of Jewish blood but also the invasion of the Jewish spirit,” 
von Leers declared. 


EYE-WASH FOR OLYMPIC VISITORS 


“Jews Leading a Free Life” 


No Jews were seen among the first group of several thousand 
Americans who reached Berlin to witness the Olyinpic Games, which 
the German authorities believe will bring in at least twenty mullion 
pounds in foreign currency to the Reich’s treasury, saving the Govern- 
ment the trouble of seeking a foreign loan for the tune being. 

Jewish institutions were ordered by the Gestapo not to maintain 
any contact with any of the foreign visitors who may wish to study 
the Jewish question. The names of any such visitors desiring to get in 
direct touch with any Jewish organisation are to be reported first to 
the secret police. 

Anxious to give the impression that Jews are not being maltreated, 
special units of guides have been authorised by the Ministry of Propa- 
ganda to take foreign visitors to Jewish “ghetto” cafés on the 
Kurfiirstendamm, which are frequented chiefly by Jews who are 
foreign citizens but not by German Jews. This will be done to impress 


on the visitor that “Jews are still leading a free life in Germany.” 


NO OLYMPIC TRADE FOR JEWS 
They are “ Politically Unreliable” 


Jews will not be pernutted to cdo any trading at the Olvinge

The FRANKFURTER ZeEITUNG has published instructions of the 
Reich Ministry of Finance renanding newly-married couples to spend 
their marriage loans from the State in buying household goods in stores 
owned by Reich citizens.- The FrRaxkrurtrerR ZEITUNG publishes the 
order under the headline: “ Reich Citizenship as Basis for Retail 
Trading,” and makes no comment on it. The prohibition is not to be 
apphed to foreign citizens owning stores in Germany.

We have all withessed ina great many countries a great develop 
ment of social benevolence. the effect of which has been to change acruel 
world into a more kindly one, in which it is possible to cherish all sorts of 
hope s about the development of social work.” 

** But.” he continued, ** we are now confronted with something that 
threatens to destroy all that is beneficial to progress. We have in some 
countries a diabolical philosophy which goes against all that has been said 
this morning and during the previous sessions of the Conference, Our 
philosophy is that there must be ho discriminations against persons or 
sete of persons as such; discrimination, HW any, should be only in terms 
of their human necd, 

** For over two thousand years we have been assimilating the idea 
that slavery is evil. and there must be no more of it. But thereisa 
danver that we shall come back to something even more evil, if there is 
a philosophy which says * we have nothing to do with the individual as 
such, but we have to think of the individual pureiy as to his value to the 
State. Lhis obnoxious and detestabl philosophy, Dr. Mallon deciared,

But the tetnptation to deliver cx cathedra utterances and. to 
dictate the conduct of hfe is sometimes too great and only a strong 
man can resist it. With the PMASSITIGS of years egies experrence and 
maturity provides the key to the understanding of the problems that 
beset our fellow-men and their solution. But it may be clammed in 
extenuation that flattery often works more mischief than criticism. 
To a stupid man it is a dangerous tome: it adds to his conceit, and, as 
a rule, where conceit does exist, there is little room for an additional! 
storey to be laid upon the original foundation. 

Again, few men, if any, are capable of giving real, telling sermons 
week by week. Originality is not inexhaustible and the maintenance of 
a consistently high standard becomes a matter of increasing difficulty. 
But the preaching that degenerates into mere rebuke and chastise- 
ment soon becomes ineffective. It has been wisely pointed out that the 
Tochechah only occurs twice in the Torah. If twice in forty years was 
sufficient for Moses to admonish and chastise the people, what is the 
percentage allowed the modern preacher? Commonsense ought to 
provide the answer. But so long as the pulpit remains a teaching force 
and the vehicle for the exposition of Jewish truth, and so long as the 
preacher is endowed with Jewish and general learning, with wisdom, 
sympathy and a sense of proportion, so long must the pulpit maintain its 
prestige and continue as the most potent force in the life of the 
Community.

Nathan Mayer Rothschild 


FOUNDER OF THE LONDON HOUSE 


Nathan Mayer Rothschild. founder of the London House of 
Rothschild, died in Frankfort on July 18th, 1836. 


One day, at the end of July, 1836, a carrier pigeon was sliot at 


Brighton. Under its wings was found a pellet of paper bearing the 
words, [1 est mort. It was thus (it is said) that the English 


world of finance was informed of the death of Nathan Maver 
Rothschild, who had dominated it for the past quarter of a century. 

Thus far the story, in keeping with the vast mass of legendary 
material which had grown up about the great financier even in his 
lifetime. Thetruth was more pathetic, if less sensational. On June 
15th, his eldest son, Lionel (subsequently head of the London houge 
and the first Jewish member of Parliament), was married in Frank- 
fort to his cousin Charlotte, diughter of harl Rothschild, of 
Naples. There was a great family githering, the wedding 
being celebrated with a magnificence which Frankfort had seldom 
witnessed before. But, shortly after, before the gathering broke 
up, the bridegroom's father (then in his sixtieth year) fell sick. 
German medical science, not vet fructified by Jewish genius, 
was at a low ebb, and the unskilfal treatment which he 
received from the local practitioners condition 
worse. At last, Benjamin ‘Travers, his old neighbour in 
New Court and now the most famous surgeon in London, was 
summoned to attend on him; but it was too late. On the 
afternoon of 28th July, bidding his devoted wife ~ Good night,” 
Nathan Mayer Rothschild closed his eyes for ever on the scene of 
his coups and triumpls. His last great operation had been to raise 
a loan of £15,000,000 to idemnify the slave owners, thus making 
possible the abolition of slavery in the British dominions.

, The body was brought back from Frankfort to London, where 
it was conveyed to the house in New Court, St. Swithin’s Lane, 
acquired in 1810, but for the past eleven years used for business 
purposes only. The funeral took place in the cemetery of the Great 
Synagogue, Brady Street, Mile End. London had seldom seen such 
© procession ; never one such as this to honour a private individual. 
The whole of the City turned out to see the cortege, and the police 
force had difficulty in maintaining order. The coffin was preceded 
by the boys from the Neveh Zedek, in which the dead financier had 
been particularly interested, clothed in white and chanting psalms. 
It was followed by the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs, several Aldermen, 
and the Ambassadors of Austria, Russia, Prussia, Naples and 
Portugal. The ceremony was in itself a striking testimony to the 
progress which Jewish emancipation had made—partly, indeed, 
through the importance which he, himself, had attained in national 
affairs—since Rothschild’s first arrival in Evgland at the close of 
the eighteenth century.

The following conclusions were reached by the variou

The iryvarusation Committees peco nrmencded the Creation ot an inform i- 
tion bureau, working in close co peration with the. inter-terntorial! 
Jewish organisations for relief and reconstruction It also reconmunended 
establishment of a Central Cormmuittee Of representatives ol the 
Various countmes. 

The Comimuattee for Economie Aid and Reconstruction put forward the 
view that the principal task of Jewish social work was to create economi 
opportunities for Jews im all countnes. It recommended intensification 
and development oft constructive measures and the furthermnaz ot all forts 
of private initiative and co-6perative self-help 

The Committee on Care of Children and Youth urged that social 
work for children and vouth be pola ed in the forefront and that social 
workers should Support compulsory edu ation ar t of present 
inadequate legal protection for working children 

The Comunittee on Immigration and Social Work stressed the need for 
a centre tor fostering co-operation of all organisations engaged in migration 
work. It urged an open door for Palestine, and called on central! Jew a 
orgamisations to intensify their Palestine activities 

With regard to emigrants, it urged careful examination with respect 
to health, vocational possibilities, etc. It pointed out that means must

Ben Gurion on the Present Situation 
SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES IF IMMIGRATION SUSPENDED 


Mr. David Ben Gurion, President of the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency, who was in London last week, declared in a statement on 
the situation in Pa'estine, that it was not believed the Government 
wou!d give way to intimidation and suspend immigration. ~ Were it 
to do so,’ Mr. Ben Gurion said, “ there would be the most serious 
reaction among our people in Palestine with consequences which 
everyoue would deplore.” 

Mr. Ben Gurion said that when he left Palestine he was much 
encouraged by the excellent. spirit which was being maintained by 
the Yishuv. He was impressed by the feeling of security in th: 
settiements, which was, no doubt, due to the considerable numbe: 
of Jewish special police. Although the Yishuv was. suffering 
severely economically, it was managing to keep things going and 
its economic losses were less than those of the Arabs. He believed 
that the strike was likely before long to break up. 

The Arab terrorist bands, Mr. Ben Gurion stated, were 
degenerating into mere bandita; and reports of attacks by them on 
other Arabs were becoming as frequent as attacks on anybody else 


Arab Hawkers Memorandum 
GOVERNMENT ACCUSED OF SUPPORTING STRIKERS 


Arab hawkers in Jaffa have sent a memorandum to the High 
Commissioner alleging that the Government are supporting the 
strike, as the police do not interfere when the terrorists attack them 
and destroy their goods. -The memorandum states that instead of 
peotecting the hawkers, the police admonish them not to be strike: 
breakers. They are, therefore, resolved to divide themselves into 
two groups, one group to proceed with its hawking, and the other to 
form a protective group against the Arab racketeers. 

The memorandum further states that if the High Commissioner 
is not empowered to compel the opening of the shops, he should at 
least prevent attacks by Arab gangsters, thus saving them from 
starvation and death. A copy ‘of the memorandum has been sent 
to the Inspector General of Police.

UNPRECEDENTED STEP 
Arab Civil Servants’ Memorandum

Signs of the growth, among the British official and commercial 
community in Palestine, of feelings strongly sympathetic with the 
Arab point of view, and with what is regarded as their justified 
struggle for some explicit political recognition, are now evident. 

The Arab psychology is a shrewd one, and it is realised among 
their higher circles that the approach tothe supreme powers is through 
the courtiers rather than directly. Subtle flattery and intrigue 
modelled upon behaviour at, say, the Court of Louis XLV. in France, 
are still common in the East. 

The outstanding political feature of the past week has been the 
publication of a memorandum submitted to the High Commissioner 
for transmission tothe Colonial Secretary, by 140 Arabsenior members 
ofthe Civil Service. It was an unprecedented step for such men, 
sworn to obey the Constitution of the country in the administration 
of which they have been given a vital part, to voice their personal 
feelings by urging a suspension of Jewish immigration as a 
temporary sotution to the present impasse. What would have been 
said five years ago, for example, when immigration was ata low ebb 
owing to Government restrictions, had Jewish officials in the First 
Division of the service pressed for an immediate increase in the 
labour immigration schedules? 

One appreciates one at least of the causes which must have 
impelled the high Arab officials, including judges of the Supreme 
and District Courts, to take the course they did. It was a kind of 
compromise between the pressure brought to bear upon them to 
join the strike, and their appreciation that any such course would 
be treason to the State. 

As THE PALESTINE Review, the English Jerusalem weekly. 
remarks in its issue for July 17th: “Few of the steps taken since 
the outbreak of the present unfortunate disturbances have been so 
deplorable and less likely to achieve their ostensible purpose than 
this memorandum. It would be charitable to suppose that the 
composers of that document did not fully consider the implications 
of their action. . The ‘signatories assert that the Arab 
population has lost confidence in the Government and that they 
believe such loss of faith to be substantially justified. The state of 
affairs thus revealed is remarkable even in this remarkable land. 
The bulk of the senior officials openly part company from the 
Government they are obliged loyally to serve, in respect to the 
fundamental policy of that Government. . . . 

What if the sign (for which the Arab officials ask the Govern 
ment in order to restore their faith) is not forthcoming? Have the 
140 Arab senior officials contemplated what follows . . . they 
have placed themselves and the country as a whole, which they 
profess to serve, in a most awkward dilemma.” 

This is the result of Civil Servants meddling in politics. 
Ifsuch is the true state of affairs within the ranks of the Palestine 
Government, then there is really something rotten in the state of 
the Palestine Administration. 


Roads Needed Through the Colonies 
NECESSITY FOR AVOIDING ARAB AREAS 

Our correspondent writes that the Jewish Agency is pressing 
for a highway to be built through the Jewish settlements in the 
Sharon to Emek Hefer and Samaria. It is pointed out that only 
about thirty-one miles are now needed to complete the asphalted 
road from Tel-Aviv to Haifa, and that this coastal road would be of 
great help in avoiding the dangerous Jenin-Tal harm highway. The 
roads needed are from Tel Mond to Hedera, whilst others of 
strategic value are urged upon the Government as immediately 
necessary between Genigar (Balfour Forest) and Nahalal, Affala and 
Beisan, and Mount Tabor to Sedjera. Some of the settlements are 
ready to share in the cost. 

With the assistance of the “ Bitzur’’ Company, states PALCOR, 
work has started on the road from Ras el Ain to Migdal Zedek, 
enabling Jewish quarries there to resume the work which had been 
suspended owing to the disturbances. Near Kiriat Haim, at Hatfa 
Bay, the ground is being levelled for the erection of a large 
residential quarter there. 

School buildings for young German refugees are being started 
in Kfar Yehezkiel, Nahalal and Kfar Yehoshua. New roads will also 
be built in Rehovot and Rishon le Zion.

In order 
to ascertain whether the doubts which had accumulated were justifi- 
able, rt became nece SAary to obtain, and to examine, evidence which 
had been left behind by men who lived in Old Testament times. It 
has always seemed to me that if Schliemann made it the ambition of 
his life to ascertain the truth of Homer by excavating Trov, how 
much more should seekers after essential] knowledge desire to ascertain 
the truth of the Old Testament by excavating in the Holy Land. 
When in a position to do so, such thoughts led me to devote 
surplus funds to such a quest. The excavation of Jerusalem was 
naturally my first ambition. About 1924, the Palestine Exploration 
Fund: needed a considerable sum to excavate the site of the Jebusite 
city at the south-eastern end of the temple area. I joined forces with 
this, the old and original Society for the promotion of excavations in 
Palestine, and extensive digging was done for several years. We 
discovered a great Jebusite wall which had confronted David: we 
traced the Walls of Ophel; we even penetrated to some of the tombs of 
the kings of Judah that had been plundered and converted into 
cisterns. Alas! Roman builders had swept away the remains of the 
earlier occupations. They had not followed the Eastern custom of 
levelling ruins, and building anew upon them. Instead they preferred 
to fill the Tyropean Valley with the debris. Too often has Jerusalem 
been too thoroughly destroyed to be any longer a promising field for 
excavations, save and except perhaps the temple area. And _ there 
Mahometan fanaticism is still suffered to sit on guard. So I turned 
my attention to Jericho, and to other sites. 


The Wellcome Research Expedition 


The Wellcome Archwological Research Expedition, under the 
leadership of Mr, J. L. Starkey, is one of my recent promotions. This 
body has been excavating Tel Duweir, in South Palestine, for the last 
aout years, and has dug up definite evidence that it is the site of the 


ible citv of Lachish. We gather from the Old Testament that among 
‘he cities of Judah, Lachish ranked next in importance to Jerusale). 
Sennacherib. King of Assyna, would not even leave Lachish to deman«| 
the surrender of the capital. And stone bas-reliets, depicting the siege, 
were carved on the walls of his palace at Nineveh. Phey are now in 
the sritish Museu. It eeered possible, theretore, that discover: 
whi h had heen demed to excavators at Jerusalem, mught yet be Mace 
at Lathish. This became the more likely when the site proved to have 
heen undisturbed since the Persian occupation about B.C. 420. 

The summit of Tel Duweir, on which the city stood, Is ninete ” 
acres in extent: and there is a depth of debris of sixty-two feet. Thus 
represents the ruins of, perhaps, a dozen or more Lachishes, supe: 
unposed one above the other. So, though the Welleome Expedition 
employs several hundred of the local inhabitants, Arabs and Amonit: 
nen. women and children—to dig up and remove soil and debris, ye: 

the excavation of Lachish is a formidable task, perhaps more extensive, 
certainly more promising, than any other archeological work at the 
prese nt time. For both the rock tombs under the Tel, and a ruined 
Israclite temple outside the great walls of the city, have alread) 
vielded evidence of priceless value for Old Testament study. 
The disappointing feature of past excavations in Palestine ho 
heen the absence of Inscriptions such as those on clay tablets found 
in the adjacent lands. This lack of wnting encouraged literar, 
dissectors of the Pentateuch to affirm that these earlier books of th: 
Bible were handed down by oral tradition for six centunes or more 
hefore they were committed to wrting. This far-fetched theory ha 
now been rendered untenable by the discovery of alphabetical writin, 
at Lachish, which dates back to within about a century after Moses. 

A few references to the earlest forms of the art of writing are her 
needed to appreciate the significance of this discovery. | 

Ancient writing in cuneiform and other scripts, some of whic! 
date back to Noahs Flood, was of a syllabic character and involved 
several hundred characters. The unknown man who, by the invention 
ol the alphabet, reduced the characters to twenty-hve, must rank a 
a world benefactor. sav-it was Abraham. Anyhow, the oldest 
alphabetical writing known, was found engraved on stones by Si: 
Flinders Petrie in the winter of 1904. And it was found in that san 
Penmsula of Sinai where the Law was promulgated by Moses. Variwou: 
dates have been assigned ¢o it. none later than the fifteenth centur, 

Some vears ago, the excavations of Jencho by Protessor Garstany 
cave us a date of B.C. 1400 for that city’s destruction by Joshua 
And since this event occurred immediately after the death of Moses 


the latter should have lived from B.C. 1520 to 1400. That pernod o! 
time satisfies Old Testament chronology in a dozen. different ways. 


ana POSSCSSES astronomical confirmation, 

But to return to the story ol the alphabet. 

Our own alphabetical writing is descended from the Greek, an 
that in turn from the Phoenician. The latter can now be traced back 
to about B.C. 1200. And the mmteresting point is—that this Lachish 
alphabetical writing is hailed by experts as the connecting link between 
the Sinai sempt and the Phoenician. 


The red bowl, found in a tomb at Lachish, with the inscription painted 


in white, to which Dr. Langdon attaches so much importance 
(B.C.BE. 1295-1262). 


Alphabetical Origins 


Three specimens have so far been found. The first painted on the 
remains of a ewer found in the rubbish pit of the temple; the second 1n 
white paint round a red bow! in a tomb: and the third on the interior 
of a small burnished pottery censor. All belong to the period B.C, 
1295-1262. The second is the more important. A coloured illustration 
appeared in the ILLustraTED Lonpon News on February 29th. Dr. 
Langdon, Professor of Assyriology at Oxford, declares it to be “ the 
most unportant. discovery of modern times in respect of Bible 
criticism.” He claims to have deciphered it. He says the inseription 1s 
in archaic Hebrew, and reads: “His Righteousness is my Hand (or 
support).” The words thus rendered might be a text from Deuter- 
onomy, for the sentiment is the same. According to the learned 
Professor, these painted characters prove that the practice of 
pointing the vowels was even then in use. 
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But such archaic writings are not the only specimens that h: 
already come to light at Lachish. They were found outmde the city ; 
but inside, under the debris left by Nebuchadnezzar’s soldiers IN 
they burnt the place in B.C. 587, or seven centuries later. eighteen 
pieces of pottery have been unearthed with regular lines of ink writings 
across them. These are not brief sentences, they are actual letters of« 
literary character. They appear to be in the nature of despatches, 
sent by subordinate officers outside the city to the Governor of Lachish 
—Jaush by name. They have been deciphered and translated by 
Professor Torezyner of the Hebrew University, Jerusalem: Thev 
are considered by him to contain references to Unah, the Prophet, 
mentioned in Jeremiah xxvi-20. One despatch refers to the inapiection 
of watch towers; its author affirms that he is observing the signals of 
Lachish because he cannot see those of Azekah. Here it is interesting 
to refer to Jerermah xxxiv-7, which tells us that Lachish and Azekah 
were the only fenced cities left in Judah in the days of King Zedekiah.

Early Hebrew Forms 


Another potsherd bears a list of ten names, of which Jeremiah. 
Matamah, Jaazamah, Gemeriah, Neriah, and Hagab occur in the Old 
Testament. There are frequent references in other letters to the Divine 
name Yahveh (Jehovah); and no other Deity is mentioned in any of 
them. The script used in these letters is what is known asthe 
Phoemcian Hebrew. The Siloam inscription, cut by the workers who 
hewed the tunnel from the Virgins’ Fountain, Jerusalem. in the davs of 
Hezekiah, King of Judah, is in the same script. | 

The oldest Bible in Hebrew in existence to-day, dates back about 
one thousand vears. It was, therefore, written fifteen hundred vears 
later than the Lachish letters. It is in the Assyrian Hebrew script, 
which was adopted by the Jews after the Captivity. But though the 
Lachish letters are in a different script, vet their composition and 
phraseology, their style and spellinz, exactly resemble those of the 
Book of the prophet Jeremiah. 

Professor Torezyner affirms that these Lachish letters, written in 
ink in several hands with reed pens, presuppose that the art of writing 
was widely practised in the kingdom of Judah six centuries before 
Christ, and that it must have been already in existence for several 
centunes earlier. Some of the letters throw light on obscure passages 
im the earher books of the Old Testament. It is anticipated that 
Professor Torezyner’s* book on these Lachish letters which is already 
completed, will be published this summer. 

Here then are three alphabetical scripts, the Sinai-Hebrew, the 
Phoenician-Hebrew and the Assyrian-Hebrew, vehicles for the trans- 
missions of all the books of the Old Testament, from the very time of 
Moses to the present day. 3 

So far from the Israelites being illiterate, as some learned professors 
have aflirmed, evidence is beginning to accurmulate that Abraham's 
seed possessed better facilities for hterary expression than any other 
people. And so far from the Phoenicians being the authors of 
alphabetical writing, the evidence suggests that the Israelites, under 
Joshua, brought the script with them from Sinai into Canaan, and the 
Phoenicians learned it from them. Such evidence as this will go far to 
arouse popular interest, and especially Jewish interest, in the excava- 
tions of Laclush. It 1s of greater importance than that derived from 
any other finds hitherto made in Palestine. 


Relics of Sennacherib’s Siege 


Other discoveries at Lachish this season include a great rock cut 
shaft leading to a subterranean passage. The shaft is eighty-four feet 
across and sixty-five feet wide, its depth 1s still undetermined, but it is 
anticipated that it will exceed one hundred feet. Such shafts have 
been found in other Bible cities, but none of the magnitude of the 
present one. The excavation of the city’s interior has laid bare a 
large open square or market-place, with shops and workshops, where 
the weaving and dyeing industries were carried on. Behind are the 
ruins of a palace or citadel. A seal was found in one of the shops 
which had once been affixed toa papyrus document, for the impress of 
the papyrus was on its back. The front bore the insenption “ Helkiah, 
the son of Maas.” Jeremiah the Prophet's father was Helkiah, and 
the seal belongs to that period, but the name may have been a common 
one. At the foot of the Tel a great rock cave, which had once con- 
tained interments of the fourteenth century B.C., had been used for the 
disposal of those slain in Sennachernb’s siege about B.C. 700. Two 
thousand bodies must have then been thrown into it, for the Expedi- 
tion found that number of skeletons lying mm disorder. 

A*passing reference has already been made-to the Israelite temple 
outside the city. It stood en the filling of what had once been the 
Hyksos moat, and was finally destroyed in the thirteenth century B.C. 
Underneath have been found the foundations of two earlier temples, 
whose pottery fragments date them back respectively to the fourteenth 
and fifteenth centuries B.C. In the oldest was found a beautiful piece 
of decorated Aegean pottery, belonging to what is technically known 
as the Helladic I] period (B.C. 1500-1400), while in the middle temple 
strata there was an earthenware seal of Queen Tei, the wife of the 
Pharaoh—Amenhetep ITT. 

Many other objects of interest have been unearthed in these 
temple ruins. The upper one contamed a great earthenware cauldron 
for the meat offerings, similar to the one used by Eh’s sons in the days 
of Samuel. While the contents of a rock tomb has yielded up an 
iron trident fork, which must have been used by a priest, or priest’s 
servant, to plunge into such a cauldron, as described in I Samuel ii, 
13 and 14. These discoveries, and others of a less important character, 
testify to the value of the Lachish site, to the efficiency of Mr. J. L. 
Starkey in charge of the Expedition, and to the munificence of Sir 
Henry Wellcome, the principal subscriber to its funds. But it would 
seem likely that the Wellcome Expedition has as yet only tapped the 
fringe of evidence buried in Lachish, which will throw more hght on 
the Old Testament. Beside the extensive interior of the city, and its 
great depth of deposits, there are multitudes of rock tombs, still 
unopened, round the base of the Tel. These will surely yield further 
evidence, left behind by men who were contemporaries of the kings of 
Judah, from Zedekiah back to Rehoboam; and still further, until the 
very time that Joshua captured the city. 7

POETRY—IN THE DIASPORA AND PALESTINE 


Sar py Anda Pinkerfeld (Tel-Aviv: 
Dvir and Zohar). 


Symphonic Poems, by Pinchos Jassinovsky: English and Hebrew 
lyrics with music (New York: Bloch Publishing Co., 60c.). 


it is well that the poems of these two writers be reviewed 
together, for the comparison between them has an important lesson 
to teach us. Pinchos Jassinovsky is the Chazan of the Jewish 
Centre in New York, and his translator informs us that he is a man 
of deep feeling, whose joys and sadness overflow into his verse. If 
one is to take the few Hebrew lyrics presented here and the larger 
number of translations from the Yiddish as characteristic examples 
of his work one cannot confirm this estimate. The ideas underlying 
the verses are of the tritest possible kind, the Hebrew presents no 
beauty but a few jingling rhymes, and the translations may be 
sampled by this transatlantic apostrophe to the waves: 

In your endless undulations 
Have you seen my fortune there °— 
Fortune cumbrous,-massive, stony, 
Drowning in a sea of care. 

In short, these poems are true witnesses of the spiritual 
sterility associated with nearly all the literary output of Jewish 
America. It is work that has no roots either in the soil of God's 
own country or elsewhere, and its sole outcome can be but a 
welcome oblivion. 

What a contrast is to be found in the work of a young Jewess 
who went out to Palestine as a Chalutzah, knowing no Hebrew, and 
has since acquired such command of the language that she was 
recently awarded one of the Bialik prizes for her children’s poems. 
Anda Pinkerfeld has been truly inspired by contact with the soil of 
Palestine. She feels herself.wedded to it, a plant among its plants, a 
hill among its bills; it utters its secrets to berin a thousand tongues, 
its slightest sounds grow into her very being. This is the secret 
of a fertile spiritual background, such as writers in the Diaspora 
‘an but rarely hope to achieve. We see her sitting in her fields, 
and she declarés that they are burnt with the love of God, 
because He has chosen that land for His footstool and it has received 
His glory. Although its drought has dried the furrows in our brow 
and its sun has scorched our tears, its hard stones have burst 
into blossom beneath our toil because the God of the land loves us. 
We see her sitting by the Sea of Cinnereth and watching it 
in all its moods, in the blue of the morning, dumb before the storm, 
broken after the tempest, in the moonlit night, and dancing in the 
summer sunshine. 

Her true joy, however, is to be able to contemplate in the 
nights, when all is still and her thoughts can have undisturbed 
play. She is less a poetess of nature than a seeker after the divine. 
At night she can pray and commend her spirit into God's keeping ; 
how else should she be saved in the darkness? When day returns 
scepticism returns with it, but in the night of confession she feels 
the awe of Almighty. In a telling phrase she has written: 

Day is a profanation of God's name 
But night is His Sanctification. 
A characteristic poem tells of her love of the silence: 
The world is at peace to-day ; 
The Almighty slumbers. — 
His faithtul cherubim have ceased to sing— 
Lest they should awaken him. 
The wheels stand silent, 
Eternity is stunned, 
And falls to its knees 
Bereft of strength. 
Hush! Do not awaken the world, 


She feels her womanhood deeply and is full of pity for the 
barren woman, for whom her whole being weeps like fledglings. 
God gave her peace when He planted living seed within her. Those 
who constantly prate of irreligion in the New Judea would do well 
to ponder over her group of poems entitled “ My God.” 

Her poetry is written in free verse which never approaches the 
bathos of “ blank prose.’ Every line ‘ells of a fervid imaginative 
power. A writer who sees the birds as the smile of the earth is sure 
of a place in any school of poetry, and her work is a worthy additton 
to the Hebrew revival. Written in a Jewish environment in 
Palestine, it stands in the genuine cultural tradition of Hebrew 
literature.

COMMITTEE OF ACTION FORMED 


The Board of Deputies, which: met on Sunday, devoted a 
large proportion of its deliberations to the urgent problem of 
Jewish Defence against the growing political anti-Semitic cam- 
paign in this country. The discussions, which arose on an 
announcement by the President, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., of the 
formation of a new co-ordinating Committee, on a paragraph 
in the Law and Parliamentary Committee’s Report, and on the 
teport of the Press Committee, are given below. 

The other matters discussed at the meeting of the Deputies 
are reported on page 20. 

The President, early in the meeting, made the following upportant 
statement : 

‘A meeting was held this morning of the Law, Parliamentary 
and General Purposes Committee and the Press and Information 
Committee, which was largely attended. 

“After a long discussion, it was decided to recommend to the 
Board that a Co-ordinating Committee be formed to unify and direct 
activities in defence of the Jewish Community against attacks made 
upon it. The names recommended for your consideration and 
approval are the following: the Hon. Officers (Mr. Laski, President; 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen and Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C., Vice- 
Presidents; Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, Treasurer); Messrs. Percy 


Cohen, A. S. Diamond, P. Horowitz, Bertram Jacobs, Barnett Janner 
and Harry Samuels. 


‘A scheme for the appointment of Sub-Committees under the 
direction and control of the Co-ordinating Committee was approved. 

‘It was decided to engage the necessary staff for the purpose 
of the work."’ 

The matter of Jewish defence next arose during discussion of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee's report. 

Mr. A. ScottpKrRavut (Mile End and Bow District), referring to the 
paragraph in the report relating to anti-Jewish activities, expressed the 
hope that the Co-ordinating Committee appointed would set to work so 
that there would be no further activities such as they were witnessing 
in the East End. 

Mr. M. Roserre (Montague Road Beth Hamedrash) spoke of the 
danger of pamec on the part of the Jews in the East End and the 
possibility of their being thrown into every organisation which was 
being established in the East End of London ostensibly for combating 
Fascist attacks. : There was a point at which it was desirable that 
all the Jews in the East End of London should know that the Board 
was doing something in the matter-of anti-Jewish propaganda, because 
they looked to the Board to give them a lead as to the manner in 
which the Jewish attacks should be combated. 

Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road) said at the present time 
there was no panic in the East End of London, the Jewish population of 
which were confident that the Home Office and the other authorities 
would see that their lives and property would be protected, They 
did not believe, said Mr. Myer, that Great Britain would allow itself 
to be dragged into such a situation as obtained in certain other 
countries. 

Mr. Micwae, Scuirr (United Synagogue) said that he did not 
believe that the police and the magistrates showed partiality. It might 
be, however, that the police methods were not suitable for coping with 
this organised hooliganism. 

Mr. Maurice Arram (Shepherd’s Bush) declared that not only 
must the Jewish public know that something was being done: they 
must be able to see that something was being done. If the Board 
persisted in wrapping itself up in seereey and declaring that everything 
was being done behind the scenes, then it seemed to him that they 
were playing into the hands of the very people who said that every 
Jewish activity was carried on behind closed doors. 

Whilst not agreeing with Mr. Rosette’s statement about panic, 
Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., (New, Stamford Hill) said she did think 
that at the moment ine Jews living in the East End were greatly 
troubled and that their troubles were added to because they did not 
realise that anything was being doné for them. As a member of the 
Stepney Borough Council she had’ had brought.to her.notice cases 
where the police had been very unsympathetic towards the Jews. She 
was not an alarmist, but she felt that they ought not to leave that 
last meeting before the recess without knowing what steps were to be 

taken against this dreadful Fascist movement that was going on in 
East London and in Hackney to-day. 

The question was returned to after other matters had been 


discussed, when the Press Committeé’s report came up for 
consideration,

“ The problem has been, and still is, extremely difficult, and necessarily 
has taken a considerable time to elucidate, but we believe that a solution is 
well in sight, and we all are working hard to that end. What that solution 
is must, for obvious reasons, be private, and I must ask for your patience 
and confidence to accept an assurance without any further information being 
given publicly. 1 hope to be able to tell you at the next meeting that a 
solution has been reached, and to be able to informr you that the work is 
heme done.” 


Those, sad Mr. Turner-Samuels, were the words uttered by the 
President from that platiorm from which he had just uttered his words 
about the new scheme. He was entitled to ask, and the Board was in 
duty bound to ask, whether the statement which they had heard that 
afternoon had not been put forward now because the storm was 
breaking over the heads of the Executive? 

The Prestpent: “Do you think you are doing yourself or the 

Community any good by conducting the debate on a personal basis. 
None of the people associated with it are in the least interested in their 
own heads or storms brewimg over them. They are only interested in 
the Community.” 
Mr. TuRNER-SAMUELS replied that he was only trying to do his 
duty.

The President Leaves the Chair 


Mr. Laski at this stage vacated the Chair, and asked Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen, one of the two Vice-Presidents of the Board, to take 
his place. 

Sin Rosert told Mr. Turner-Samuels that he thought he was 
rather trying the patience of the Board. 

Mr. TuRNER-SaMvets: “Why the President should have left his 
Chair, 1 do met know, Is it to be understood by this Board that 
because an Officer's conduct is criticised he is to leave the Chair or to 
resent it im any way?

Mr. Turner-Samuels complained that there had been a lack of 
leadership and that the whole method had been one of “hush-hush.”

Why thero should be this tenderness for anti-Semitism 
he did not know. Why, he asked, should they not fight the anti- 
Semites? What were they to bo afraid of? For three-and-a-half years 
the phrase ‘‘Trust Us'' had boen used. There had been nothing else 
at that Board on the subject except a creeping paralysis. Why, he did 
not know. Promiso after promise that some machinery would be created 
had been madc, and then, at the last moment, when his motion was 
to come forward, this document was read out. They might burke this 
thing for the time being. They might hido it behind some promise that 
might never be put into practice. But they would never satisfy the 


Jewish peopie of this country unless they did something practical for 
their protection. 


Mr. Bertram Jacons (Newport), im seconding the motion, said 
whether they liked it or not, they were bound to test the sincerity 
of the statement by the history of the Board in the past in relation to 
the subject of the resolution. Mr. Turner-Samuels’ resolution was 
really a resolution which he first brought before the Board some four- 
teen months ago, and whuch he brought forward with the backing of 
Suir Robert Waley Cohen. Time after time the decision of the Board 
upon it was deferred upon a solemn undertaking of the Executive 
Officers that they would bring forward an adequate alternative for 
the scheme outlned in the resolution. Sir Robert became Vice- 
President of the Board and left hun “high and dry.” (Loud laughter.) 
He bore no malice. As for Sir Robert Waley Cohen, it was very 
pleasant to find that a gentleman in such a position was human like 
themselves and with human weaknesses. The position of President 
or Vice-President of the Board of Deputies was a very flattering one. 
As for the Executive Officers, he was struck with admiration for the 
marvellous strategical stroke by which at one blow they were able to 
isolate him, muzzle Sir Robert Waley Cohen (loud laughter), and 
betray the Community. He was not suggesting that they betrayed the 
Conununity because they wanted to betray it. Such an infamy was 
unthinkable. But how they came to betray it was because of their 
egregious vanity, their lack of moral courage and their desire, above 
all things, to preserve their own prestige. When he looked upon that 
platform, the words of Anatole France came irresistibly to him: “Oh, 
what fools these clever men are.” 


They Might Have Averted the Trouble 


It did not matter very much, said Mr, Jacobs, whether Mr. Turner- 
Samuels’ motion was carned or not. Three-and-a-half years ago, they 
might, by a proper defence organisation, have averted the present 
trouble. Now they could not do a great deal. The only thing that 
stood in the breach, now that the onslaught had come, was their poor 
little Press and Information Committee, which stood on the sea shore 
and tned to keep off the incoming tide with a small broom. They 
were going to meet porson gas with a shower of pamphlets! The 
Community must do something for itself. It would do something, 
no doubt, outside the Board. It would have to begin in a small way. 
It would do what it could do. It was one of the ironies of the 
situation that, if they did have a proper defence organisation formed, 
over its portals would be written: “No connection with the Board of 
Deputies.” It did not matter very much whether this resolution was 
earned or not. But he did think that the Community and the Board 
itself were entitled to know which members of the Board had minds 
of ther own. He was going for that reason to vote for the resolution, 
and he trusted that all the members of the Board who knew their own 
minds and had left in them a spark of independence would vote for it 
alse. 

Mr. P. Horowrrz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash) said that the 
Board had finally taken a step which, in his opimon, was capable of 
meeting the situation—and he was speaking as one of those who had 
agitated for that kind of step for the past three-and-a-half years. 
What had taken place that morning at the joint meeting of the Law 
and Parhamentary Committee and the Press Committee represented a 
positive, constructive effort for meeting the menace, Therefore, they 
ought to stand solidly together in order to make that effort not only 
an effective effort, but a united effort. Mr. Turner-Samuels and Mr. 
Bertram Jacobs wanted an ad hoc Committee. They had now got 
such a Committee formed. He appealed to them to withdraw their 
motion.

Every Member Can Co-operate

Deputies Leaflets 


Excellent Counter-Propaganda 


The Board of Deputies has pubuosved two leatlets (obtainable tree 
from Woburn nmoase) designed to counteract Fascist les against the 
Jews and to show up their legal methods. 

The first, entitled ““The Jews in Britam,” sets out the following 
questions and answers them with facts: How many British Jews are 
there? Did they play their part in the War’? Do they own the 
Press? Are they a power belund the B.B.C.? Can they control the 
Government’? What is ther contribution to the national hfe? Do 
they control British finance? “Judge the Jews by tacts—not fables” 
is the slogan, and recent tributes to the social and national services ot 
the Jews are reproduced from Mr. Lloyd George and from Sir Ralph 
Harwood, Financial Secretary. to H.M. the King. 

The second leaflet consists of extracts from some recent police 
court cases in which Fascists have been tined and the hiagistrate has 
expressed disgust at Fascist methods and determination to uphold 
Enghsh freedom. 


Allegations Against the Police 
What Sir John Simon Forgot 


We have before us a “memorandum describing the feelings of 
Jewish citizens on the attack made upon them by the Blackshirt or 
Fascist movement, prepared at the request of Mr. Neville J. Laski, 
K.C.,” by the Association for Jewish Youth. It contains the following 
paragraphs : 

“The feeling to-day is naturally one of alarm. Among a number 
of people, the thought is gaining currency that what is happening here 
is a beginning of what has happened in Germany. All are surprised 
that this virulent anti-Jewish campaign is allowed to proceed in the 
wav in which it does, and there is a growing restlessness at the 
apparent inactivity of the police and what is looked upon in many 
quarters as their unwillingness to stop abuse and arrest offenders, even 
when there has been an actual assault. This aspect of the matter ts 
the most serious of all. Jewish people feel that they are entitled to 
the protection of the ordinary forces of law and order, and there 
is a very definite opinion that they are not now receiving that 
protection. 

“There can be no doubt that if the attack is allowed to grow 
further, respectable people will burst the bounds of restraint and will 
organise themselves for counter-measures, which must result in more 
or less serious breaches of the peace. There are already so many 
decent young men who personally know of frends or relations who 
have suffered either abuse or physieal violence or both, that it will take 
very little to push them over the edge.” 

We understand that this memorandum was asked for by Mr. 
Laski for submission to Sir John Simon, the Home Secretary, and 
that it was received by Sir John with the greatest interest and 
sympathy. This was before the debate on Fascism in the House of 
Commons. No doubt the memorandum had slipped Sir John’s mind 
when he said in that debate: “I do not believe in the least that it is 
true to say that the police of the Metropolis in this matter are acting 
with bias or prejudice. In the course of the last few days, I have seen 
a large number of important people interested in the matter, including 
those who speak with very great authority in respect of Jewish 
organisations in the East End of London, and they have told me that, 
while they are as anxious as many people are as to some of the aspects 
of this development, I might take it that as far as they were con- 
cerned they made no allegation against the police from the point of 
view of prejudice or bias.” | | 

Yhe Association has appealed to its affiliated clubs, informing them 
that thev are aware that meetings are being called “by vanous some- 
what irresponsible bodies with the idea of passing resolutions, etc., 
and that constituent clubs of the A.J.Y. are being invited to be 
represented at these meetings.” The Association suggests that clubs 
should refer the matter to them before agreeing to be represented. 

The Jewish Labour Council is holding a Conference on the Fascist 
anti-Jewish menace, at Absa House, 46, Commercial Road, E., on 
Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock. We are informed that the Jewish 
Friendly Society movement will be strongly represented thereat, but 
none of the clubs affiliated to the A.J.Y., most of whom have received 
invitations, have intimated their intention to be represented by 
delegates.

Deputies Getting 


COMMITTEE OF ACTION FORMED 


The Board of Deputies, which met on Sunday, devoted a 
large proportion of its deliberations to the urgent problem of 
Jewish Defence against the growing political anti-Semitic cam- 
paign in this country. The discussions, which arose on an 
announcement by the President, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., of the 
formation of a new co-ordinating Committee, on a paragraph 
in the Law and Parliamentary Committee’s Report, and on the 
Report of the Press Committee, are given below. 

The other matters discussed at the meeting of the Deputies 
are reported on page 20. 

The President, early in the meeting, made the following unportant 
statement : 

‘‘A meeting was held this morning of the Law, Parliamentary 
and General Purposes Committee and the Press and information 
Committee, which was largely attended. 

‘After a long discussion, it was decided to recommend to the 
Board that a Co-ordinating Committee be formed to unify and direct 
activities in defence of the Jewish Community against attacks made 
upon it. The names recommended for your consideration and 
approval are the following: the Hon. Officers (Mr. Laski, President; 
Sir Robert Waley Cohen and Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, K.C., Vice- 
Presidents; Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, Treasurer); Messrs. Percy 


Cohen, A. S. Diamond, P. Horowitz, Bertram Jacobs, Barnett Janner 
and Harry Samuels. 


‘‘A scheme for the appointment of: Sub-Committees under the 
direction and control of the Co-ordinating Committee was approved. 

‘It was decided to engage the necessary staff for the purpose 
of the work.’’ 

The matter of Jewish defence next arose during discussion of the 
Law and Parliamentary Committee's report. 

Mr. A. Sco1LpKRavutT (Mile End and Bow District), referring to the 
paragraph in the report relating to anti-Jewish activities, expressed the 
hope that the Co-ordinating Committee appointed would set to work so 
that there would be no further activities such as they were witnessing 
in the East End. 

Mr. M. Roserre (Montague Road Beth Hamedrash) spoke of the 
danger of panic on the part of the Jews in the East End and the 
possibility of their being throwri into every organisation which was 
being established in the East End of London ostensibly for combating 
Fascist attacks. There was a point at which it was desirable that 
all the Jews in the East End of London should know that the Board 
was doing something in the matter of anti-Jewish propaganda, because 
they looked to the Board to give them a lead as to the manner in 
which the Jewish attacks should be combated. 

Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road) said at the present time 
there was no panic in the East End of London, the Jewish population of 
which were confident that the Home Office and the other authorities 
would see that their lives and property would be protected. They 
did not believe, said Mr. Myer, that Great Britain would allow itself 
to be dragged into such a situation as obtained in certain other 
countries. 

Mr. Micuae, Scuirr (United Synagogue) said that he did not 
believe that the police and the magistrates showed partiality. It might 
be, however, that the police methods were not suitable for coping with 
this organised hooliganism. 

Mr. Maurice Arram (Shepherd’s Bush) declared that not only 
must the Jewish public know that something was being done; thev 
must be able to see that something was being done. If the Board 
persisted in wrapping itself up in secrecy and declaring that everything 
was being done behind the scenes, then it seemed to him that thev 
were playing into the hands of the very people who said that every 
Jewish activity was carried on behind closed doors. 

Whilst not agreeing with Mr. Rosette’s statement about panic, 
Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., (New, Stamford Hill) said she did think 
that at the moment the Jews living in the East End were greatly 
troubled and that their troubles were added to because they did not 
realise that anything was being doné for theni. As a métber of the 
Stepney Borough Council she had brought.to her notice cases 


where the police had been very unsympathetic towards the Jews. She 


was not an alarmist, but she felt that they ought not to leave that 
last meeting before the recess without knowing what steps were to be 
taken against this dreadful Fascist movement that *was going on in 
East London and in Hackney to-day. 

The question was returned to after other matters had been 


discussed, when the Press Committee’s report came up for 
consideration. | 


Extension of Work of Press Committee 
Mr. Percy Coney, C.B.E. (Association of Jewish Frie 
Societies) moved the report of the Press and Information Commi 
which stated that Mr. Harry Samuels had been unanimously elected 
Vice-Chairman of the Committee; that publications were considered 
and approved by the Committee; and that’ the Committee hacl 
considered and approved proposals for the extension and co-ordination 
of its work. 
The formation of a Co-ordinatin 
g¢ Committee, said Mr. Cohen, 
meant that there would be a better co-ordination of the work and a 
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hetter distribution of functions under specific heads, which, of course. 
would include literature and other activities, and an integral part o| 
that particular eeheme would be the appointment of an efficient ful!- 
time officer who would be able to direct this work. Everything, o| 
course, depended upon the provision of adequate finances. They were 
far from securing the £10,000 for this work, and every effort must bh. 
made to secure that sum. Mr. Cohen referred to literature and leaflets 
issued bv the Comunittee and said that the question of the distnbution 
of such literature and leaflets would now become a matter for the 
consideration of the Co-ordination Commuttee, 

Mr. S. Terr (New. Stamford Hill) said when they found tha’ 
Jews who were not at a Fascist meeting were being attacked in the 
streets. and that when those brought before the magistrate were on! 
fined 20s: one could not help thinking that it was almost setting o 
premium upon violence. This was a matter which 1t was important 
for them as a Community to take up. 

Mr. Lask1 said those prosecutions unfortunately had to be brough' 
under the Police Act, and if Mr. Teff would look at this Act he 
would find that unhappily the maximum penalty was 40s. 

The following motion was moved by Mr. TURNER-SAMUELS : 

‘' That this Board is of the opinion that it is in the interest of the 
Community that the function and duty of combating anti-Jewish action 
and propaganda in this country should be handed over to an ‘‘ad hoc’’ 
committee on the lines already suggested by Sir Robert Waley Cohen.’ 

It might be said, began Mr. Turner-Samuels, that the scheme first 
read by the President ought in some way to influence the question o| 
whether he should go on with his resolution, and he had been asked 
whether what was now proposed might not be adequate in al! 
the circumstances. Let him say at once that that depended on severa! 
things. First of all the Board had got to realise that this matter had 
been delayed for three-and-a-half years. He would remind them that 
in December last the President made these statements : 


“It seems to us that the Press Committee must continue in existence. 
On the other hand, there is a large field of useful work which is much needed, 
but which must necessarily fall entirely outside the province of the Boar:, 
and is beyond its financial resources. 

“ We have reason to believe that we shall, within the shortest space ot 
time, be able to establish a body with the necessary financial backing, to 
deal with this field of work, and to make such arrangements as will ensure 
that there is no overlapping. 

“The problem has been, and still is, extremely difficult, and necessarily 
has taken a considerable time to elucidate, but we believe that a solution is 
well in sight, and we all are working hard to that end. What that solution 
is must, for obvious reasons, be private, and I must ask for your patience 
and confidence to accept an assurance without any further information bein. 
given publicly. I hope to be able to tell you at the next meeting that a 


solution has been reached, and to be able to infornmr you that the work is 
being done.” 


Those, sad Mr. Turner-Samuels, were the words uttered by the 
President from that platform from which he had just uttered his words 
about the new scheme. He was entitled to ask, and the Board was in 
duty bound to ask, whether the statement which they had heard that 
afternoon had not been put forward now because the storm was 
breaking over the heads of the Executive?

It would do what it could do. It was one of the ironies of the 
situation that, 1f they did have a proper defence organisation formed, 
over its portals would be written: “No connection with the Board of 
Deputies.” It did not matter very much whether this resolution was 
earned or not. But he did think that the Community and the Board 
itself were entitled to know which members of the Board had minds 
of their own. He was going for that reason to vote for the resolution, 
and he trusted that all the members of the Board who knew their own 
minds and had left in them a spark of independence would vote for it 
also. 

Mr. P. Horowrrz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash) said that the 
Board had finally taken a step which, in his opinion, was capable of 
meeting the situation—and he was speaking as one of those who had 
agitated for that kind of step for the past three-and-a-half years. 
What had taken place that morning at the joint meeting of the Law 
and Parliamentary Committee and the Press Committee represented a 
positive, constructive effort for meeting the menace. Therefore, they 
ought to stand solidly together in order to make that effort not only 
an effective effort, but a united effort. Mr. Turner-Samuels and Mr. 
Bertram Jacobs wanted an ad hoc Committee. They had now got 
such a Committee formed. He appealed to them to withdraw their 
motion. 

Mr. Morris H. Davis, L.C.C. (Federation of Synagogues), hoped 
that Mr. Turner-Samuels and Mr. Bertram Jacobs would withdraw 
the motion. . 


Every Member Can Co-operate 


The Presipent said that they must, on this vital matter which 
affected their good name and the security which attached to their 
good name, work without any personal bias and personal recrimination. 
Mr. Turner-Samuels had quoted what he (the President) had said 
in December, 1935. He had endeavoured day and night to arrive at 
a scheme which could be a basic scheme of value. There was nothing 
to prevent every single member of the Board unitedly coming into 
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a scheme where the Board could be used as a symbol of unity. The 
gentlemen who would form this Co-ordinating Committee and the 
Sub-Comiunttees of that Committee and the Press and Law and 
Parliamentary Committees would deal with every facet so far as they 
could of this problem. They had got to face the future with con- 
fidence. He hoped that Mr. Turner-Samuels and Mr. Bertram Jacobs 
might find it possible to co-operate with them and withdraw the 
resolution. 

Str Roserrt WaALrey said he had always felt that on this 
question the less said the better. Neither he nor anyone else sitting 
on that platform had had this matter out of their minds for one 
moment mm the last six months. The surer their success was going to 
be, the less they would hear of it until it was-achieved. He beleved, 
with the most complete confidence, that it would be achieved. 

The meeting, which lasted three-and-a-half hours, ended on a 
note of umity. 

Mr. TURNER-SAMUELS made it clear that there never had been 
any intention in his mind to attack the President personally, and 
he hoped that he would accept it in that spimt. He felt deeply 
unpressed by the speech which he had just made, and he thought 
it was night that he should say so. He had a feeling that there was a 
detinite intention now for something to be done. He felt that if a 
scheme were tO run along the lines which the President had just 
adumbrated, it ought to be effective, and if any word of his would 
strengthen it, he would say that he hoped that everyone would work 
unitedly. He would do everything he could to help. Mr. Turner- 
Samuels said that Mr. Bertram Jacobs joined him in agreeing to 
withdraw the motion, 


Deputies Leaflets 


Excellent Counter-Propaganda 


The Board of Deputies has published two leaflets (obtainable free 
from Woburn House) designed to counteract Fascist hes against the 
Jews and to show up thei illegal methods. 

The first, entitled “The Jews in Britain,” sets out the following 
questions and answers them with facts: How many British Jews are 
there? Did they play their part in the War’? Do they own the 
Press? Are they a power behind the B.B.C.? Can they control the 
Government’? What is their contnbution to the national life? Do 
they control British finance? “Judge the Jews by facts—not fables” 
is the slogan, and recent tributes to the somal and national services of 
the Jews are reproduced from Mr. Lleyd George and from Sur Ralph 
Harwood, Financial Secretary to H.M. the King. 

The second leaflet consists of extracts from some recent police 
court cases in which Fascists have been fined and the magistrate has 
expressed disgust at Fascist methods and determination to uphold 
English freedom, 


Allegations Against the Police 
What Sir John Simon Forgot 


We have before us a “memorandum describing the feelings of 
Jewish citizens on the attack made upon them by the Blackshirt or 
Fascist movement, prepared at the request of Mr. Neville J. Laski, 
K.C.,” by the Association for Jewish Youth. It contains the following 
paragraphs : 

“The feeling to-day is naturally one of alarm. Among a number 
of people, the thought is gaining currency that what is happening here 
is a beginning of what has happened in Germany. All are surprised 
that this virulent anti-Jewish campaign is allowed to proceed in the 
way in which it does, and there is a growing restlessness at the 
apparent inactivity of the police and what is looked upon in many 
quarters as their unwillingness to stop abuse and arrest offenders, even 
when there has been an actual assault. This aspect of the matter is 
the most serious of all. Jewish people feel that they are entitled to 
the protection of the ordinary forces of law and order, and there 
is a very definite opinion that they are not now receiving that 
protection, 

“There can be no doubt that if the attack is allowed to grow 
further, respectable people will burst the bounds of restraint and will 
organise themselves for counter-measures, which must result in more 
or less serious breaches of the peace. There are already so many 
decent young men who personally know of frends or relations who 
have suffered either abuse or physieal violence or both, that it will take 
very little to push them over the edge.” 

We understand that this memorandum was asked for by Mr. 
Laski for submission to Sir John Simon, the Home Secretary, and 
that it was received by Sir John with the greatest interest and 


sympathy. This was before the debate on Fascism in the House of 
‘Yommons. No doubt the memorandum had slipped Sir John’s mind 


when he said in that debate: “I do not believe in the least that it is 
true to say that the police of the Metyopolis in this matter are acting 
with bias or prejudice. In the course of the last few days, I have seen 
a large number of important people interested in the matter, including 
those who speak with very great authority in respect of Jewish 
organisations in the East End of London, and they have told me that, 
while they are as anxious as many people are as to some of the aspects 
of this development, I might take it that as far as they were con- 
cerned they made no allegation against the police from the point of 
view of prejudice or bias.” 7 . 

The Association has appealed to its affiliated clubs, informing them 
that they are aware that meetings are being called “by various some- 
what irresponsible bodies with the idea of passing resolutions, etc., 
and that constituent clubs of the A.J.Y. are being invited to be 
represented at these meetings.” The Association suggests that clubs 
should refer the matter to them before agreeing to be represented. 

The Jewish Labour Council is holding a Conference on the Fascist 
anti-Jewish menace, at Absa House, 46, Commercial Road, E., on 
Sunday afternoon at 4 o'clock. We are informed that the Jewish 
Friendly Society movement will be strongly represented thereat, but 
none of the clubs affiliated to the A.J.Y., most of whom have received 
invitations, have intimated their intention to be, represented by 
delegates.

The Blood Libel Again 


A number of Jews were injured during rioting which occurred in 
Kretinga, in the Memel district, on Sunday, as the result of a rumour 
that Jews had kidnapped a non-Jewish girl for ritual purposes. The 
girl disappeared on Saturday from Kretinga, and agitators unmediately 
utilised her disappearance to stir up anti-Jewish feeling. Ten of the 
agitators were arrested. These arrests led to renewed rioting on 
Sunday, which resulted in a further number of Jews being injured, 


CUBA 


Colony for Refugees ? 
Settlement of 200,000 German Jews 


A proposal to establish a colony for German refugees in Cuba 
was made to President Gomez by Dr. William L. Sirovich, a member 
of the United States Congress, in the course of a conference he had 
with the Cuban ruler. Following the conference, Congressman 
Sirovich announced that the President had shown “enormous 
interest"’ in the proposal and is to take it up with the Cuban 
Cabinet in the near future. 

Dr. Sirovich said later that the project called for the settlement 
of 200,000 German Jews in Cuba. The Cuban Government, he said, 
would give it its serious consideration if a committee of prominent 
people were to present a definite plan. He painted a glowing picture 
of what the refugees in Cuba could do in establishing industries, 
creating markets and building up a Cuban merchant marine. He 
declared that President Roosevelt whole-heartedly approved of the 
project, which also had the support of many Congressmen and 
industrialists. 


AUSTRALIA 


Easier Immigration Regulations 


New regulations facilitating immigration to the Commonwealth 
have been issued. According to these, all future immigrants are to 
be divided into three categories. In the first category are immigrants 
who have relatives in Australia and who can enter the country 
freely without any capital. In the second category are immigrants 
who have friends in Australia who are able to give a guarantee 
for them ; these immigrants must possess £50 before they can be 
admitted. In the third category are immigrants who have neither 
relatives nor friends and who must possess £200 in order to be 
admitted. 

Each intending immigrant to the Commonwealth must first 
secure a permit for his entry from the Australian Authorities and 
must satisfy them of his good character and health. 


At a meeting of the Brisbane Hebrew Congregation, it was decided to 
accept with much regret the resignation of the Minister, the Rev. Nathan 
Levine. Mr. Levine has ministered to the Congregation for eleven years, 


and many tributes were paid to him at the meeting. He is retiring on 
account of the illness of his wife. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Music Competition Result 


It is announced by the A. Z. Idelsohn Group of the Association 
of Jewish groups of Johannesburg that the recent international 
competition organised for the composition of music of Jewish songs 
has nowended. Compositions were received from Jewish composers 
in many countries throughout the world. ) 

The first prize of twenty-five pounds was won by Isaac Rabinkov 
of Buenos Aires, the second prize of fifteen pounds by Jacob Fischer, 


also of Buenos Aires, and the third prize of ten pounds by J. 
Berlinski of Paris. 


ALGERIA—Dr. Salah Bendjelloul, the political leader of the Algerian 
Arabs, discussing the present Jewish-Moslem tension in the country with 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency Correspondent in Algiers, emphatically 
declared that it was entirely the fault of European anti-Semitic agitators 
if the Mohammedan population was stirred up against the Jews. 
Referring to the Crees mage pogrom of August, 1934, Dr. Bendjelioul said 
that the responsibility for that massacre also lay entirely with European 
agitators who never ceased trying to stir up hatred between the different 
communities in the country. ‘* We have, however, awakened to the true 
facts,’"’ Dr. Bendjelloul said, ‘‘and the Europeans are wasting their 
breath in calling on us to massacre the Jews.’’ The leaders of the 
Mohammedan population, Dr. Bendjelloul concluded, wore incessantly 
appealing to their coreligionists to observe order and not to lend their ears 


to the anti-Semitic agitators who sought to arouse them to acts of violence 
against their Jewish brethren, ! 
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EGYPT—Several Jewish sportsmen have refused invitations to repre- 
sent Egypt at the Olympic Games, They include the 100 metres sprint 
champion, the fencing champion and the basket-ball championship team. 

Mr. Robert J. Rolo, President of the Jewish Community of Alexandria 
has been created a Knight of the Order of the Crown of Belgium, while 
Mr. Isaac Macamuli, Vice-President of the Cairo Community, has been

SWITZERLAND—The trial of David Frankfurter, the twenty-seven- 
vear-old Yugoslav Jewish student who shot Wilhelm Gustloff, head of the 
Nagi organisation, last February, has been put on the calendar of the 
Gr.2ons Cantonal Court for the October term. Frankfurter is charged 
with premeditated murder and is liable to a maximum penalty of fifteen 
years’ imprisonment. His defence will bein the hands of Dr. Eugen 
Curti, a noted Zurich advocate. Frankfurter is detained in the Sennhof 
Prison at Chur. His health, it is stated, allowing for the incurable illness 
from which he is suffering, is satisfactory. 


RUSSIA— According to an official statement issued by ‘‘ Comzet,” 
187 specialists of various kinds have been sent to the Jewish Autonomous 
Region during the first six months of this year. During the third quarter 
of the year, 160 families are expected to be settled on the collective farms 
of the Autonomous Region, 100 of them from the Ukraine. 40 from White 
Russia, 10 from the Western Region, and 10 from Baku. In addition, 100 
students (70 from the Ukraine and 30 from White Russia) are to be sent 
to the Mining Institute of the Region and 90 students to the Peda,ogic 
Technicum in Biro-Bidjan. 120. teachers will also arrive in Biro-Bidjan 
during the present quarter, 


ITALY —The Council of Jewish Congregations in Italy has decided to 
send Sgr. Carlo Alberto Viterbo, a lawyer, to Abyssinia to prepare for the 
arrival of the first communities of Italian Jews to be established there. 
it is intended that scttlements shall be established in Addis Ababa and 
Dire-Dawa.

The World Jewish Congress 


The Secretariat of the Executive of the World Jewish Congress 
has transferred its offices to Geneva and is making final preparations 
for the Congress.

It is announced that delegates from thirty-two countries have 
already signified their intention of taking part. 

The provisional agenda of the Congress includes a report by 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, representative of the Jewish Agency at the 
League of Nations, on the position of the Jews in the world; areport 
by Dr. Stephen 5S, Wise, President of the Executive of the World 
Jewish Congress, on the problem of German Jews; a report by Mr. 
Jacob Lestschinsky on the economic position of the Jews in Central 
and Eastern Europe; and a report by Mr. J. Yefroikin, of Paris, on 
the aims and methods of Jewish relief work. Reports will also be 
submitted on the problem of Jewish emigration, the upbuilding of 
Palestine and the organisational problems of the World Jewish 
Congress.

TROUBLE IN “PETTICOAT LANE” 


“The Blackshirts are Here!” 
NOT A POLICEMAN IN SIGHT 


“Ordinary citizens in other parts of the country do not understand 
how the sellers of literature go into a market-place full of Jewish 
traders and use the most foul language to them. .. . It is not merely 
that the Fascists are insulting the Jews—that is only part of the 
trouble—but they are inciting others to attack them. .. . Unless this 
thing is put an end to—I have known East London all my life—there 
will one of these days be such an outburst as few of us would care 
to contemplate.” The Rt. Hon. George Lansbury said this m the 
recent debate on Fascism in the House of Commons. He also sad : 
“There is, I believe, in nearly every East End district, east of Aldgate, 
real terror among the Jewish population.” 3 

The plain truth of these words was exemplified in “ Petticoat 
Lane” last Sunday. At 4 o'clock in the afternoon, a young lad employed 
by a carter was strolling about while waiting to unload a stall, and 
happened to get into bantering conversation with an old man who 
is a well-known character in the Lane. With regrettably bad taste, he 
pulled the old man’s beard “just in fun.” The old man was not a 
Jew and we are assured, and have no reason to doubt, that the young 
fellow was not a Fascist. But the ineident was seen, and immediately 
the cry went up:. “The Blackshirts are here!” The young fellow 
happened to have with him several frends of his own age, none of 
them Fascists, but including one who apparently has the musfortune 
to look lke a certain Fascist bruiser who 1s a notorious bully. 

What ensued is not clear, except that there was a good deal 
of fighting and the young men were dnven out of the market. We 
have obtained many accounts from eye-witnesses of the running fights 
that seem to have gone on until five o'clock. There ts, as one would 
expect from such a complicated mélée, a certain amount of contra- 
ciction between the statements even of reliable witnesses, and it is 
as yet uncertain whether members of the British Umon of Fascists 
were unplicated. An enquiry is beng made by Mr. J. H. Hall, M.P., 
and that is the proper place for confhcting reports. 

Two things, however, emerge clearly and without contradiction. 
First, the nervous tension that exists among the Jews of the East 
End that comes near to the “real terror” mentioned by Mr. Lansbury. 
And secondly the complete absence of police protection. Every 
witness, without exception, agrees that there was no policeman in sight 
until the trouble was practically over. By then one had been fetched 
from a distance. When one bears in mind the serious alarm with 
which the Home Secretary says that he views the situation, one és 
at a loss to understand how such an obvious danger spot as Petticoat 
Lane can be left unpoliced.

Home Office and Local Police Attitude 


In the House of Commons last week, Mr. Dalton (Lab., Bishop 
Auckland) asked the Home Secretary whether he was aware that on 
May 25th last the Hon. Frank Pakenham, Fellow and Tutor of Christ 
Church, Oxford, was violently assaulted and injured by a number of 
Fascist stewards at a public meeting, and received no assistance, either 
at the time of the assault or afterwards, from the police; and whether 
he would introduce legislation to give greater control to the Home 
Office over the Provincial police in these afd similar cases. 

_ Sir John Simon: “I received from Mr. Pakenham an aceount of 
his experiences at the meeting in question, but he particularly asked 
that his statement should be treated as confidential, I am communi- 
cating with Mr. Pakenham, and if he no longer desires that the state- 
ments he sent me should beso treated, I shall at once submit them to 
the Chief Constable of the Oxford City Police and ask for his 
observations. As regards the second part of the question, the essential 
feature of the police service of this country is that it is, and always 
has been, organised on a local basis, and any proposal tending “ 
centralise that control in the Executive Government would be greatly 
resented by the responsible local authorities, and could be justified 
only on the strongest grounds of public policy. Allegations against 
the conduet of the Provincial police fall to be dealt with by the local 
disciplinary authority, which in a city or borough is the Watch 
Committee. I should not feel justified in proposing so far-reachin 
an amendment of the existing law as is suggested.” —

“MOSLEY SPEAKS” 
EFFECT OF BAN ON UNIFORMS

Heralded by a week of large posters stridently proclamning tha‘ 
“Mosley Speaks,” Sir Oswald Mosley descended upos Manchester or: 
Sunday to address a meeting on Albert Croft, Queen’s Road, Mile« 
Platting. He was accompanied by, it was computed, about 700 of his 
minions drawn from Manchester and other towns as far apart as 
Micgllesbrough and London. Drawn up in three ranks in the centre 
of the city, they were bereft of the picturesqueness of their sable-hued 
ceremonial garments, for by resolution of the Manchester Watc!h 
Committee they had been unshirted—the condition for the holding 
of their parade was that they wear no political umform. Sir Oswald 
walked the length of the front rank, gave the Fascist salute, and then 
returned to his motor-car. The procession then set off on its five or 
six miles walk to the meeting place. It traversed some of the poorest 
quarters of Manchester to get there, but it aroused little notice or 
enthusiasm. Coming in sight of the Croft, they were greeted with 
many hostile cnes, and almost the first thing they must have seen 
was a brick wall on which was chalked “Fascism Means War.” 
Furthermore, there was already in progress a “rival” meeting, being 
addressed by the loudspeakers of the British Union of Democrats and 
with an audience of about 2,000 people, who applauded 
of the Democrat speakers’ statements. 

In spite of the statement issued later by Sir Oswald Mosley that 
“even if they deprive us of the propaganda value of the black shurt 
in their effort to arrest our progress, we can carry on just the same and 
stll draw great audiences to hear our case,” by no stretch of the 
lmagination can it be said that the crowd assembled showed anything 1m 
the mar but hostility to the Fascists: The crowd increased and surge! 
round the Fascist platform when Sir Oswald was speaking, but his 
speech was made to the accompamment of rival shouts from the 
Democrats’ side and frequent booings, catcalls and hissings. Stones 
were thrown two or three times towards the Fascists; and once it 
seemed that a stone came from the Fascists towards a group of 
interrupters, who threw it back. Scores of police were on duty, anc 
as the result of some scuffles or fights eight arrests were made (the 
men being charged with disorderly conduct at the police court on 
Monday). Sir Oswald Mosley seemed annoyed at the opposition 
speakers, who had the effect, it seemed, of making the Fascist» 
“shirty” in spite of the Watch Committee’s ban! Sir Oswald hinte! 
that the police on duty were not taking sufficient notice of people in 
the crowd who were, he said, clearly contravening the Public Meetings 
Act and were throwing stones. 

Dispassionate observers were unanimously of opinion that the 
meeting was not a success from the Fascists’ point of view, and not. 
a little of that result was contributed to, it was said, by the ban on 
the wearing of black shirts, which left the Fascists undistinguished 
from the rest of the people. | 

lt was impossible to expect that Sir Oswald would address a 
meeting without bringing in his usual hobby-horse, and the “alien 
mob” of Jews was again referred to, with the allegation that Con- 
servatives and Socialists were both under the domination of the 
Jews. Sir Oswald, by the way, has extended his organisation's title ; 
they are now the British Union of Fascists and National Socialists. 

The march back commenced ominously, as the huge crowd 
followed the Fascists and there were continued shouts and a couple 
of stones were thrown. Heavy rain fell, however, and the bedraggled 
processionists reached the city almost .without incident. It was 
reported that a marcher had offered a gratuitous insult to a Jewish 


young man whom they met walking along the pavement, but that 
after he had retorted he was persuaded by the police to leave the 
route to avoid any treuble.

At a meeting of the Manchester Watch Committee recently it was 
unanimously decided to appoint a deputation to interview the Home 
Secretary, Sir John Simon, to urge the banning by legislation of 
uniformed political processions, and, it is understood also, to prevent 
the carrying of weapons by members of political organisations. 

The decision has arisen through the many recent disturbances and 
lusorders and the police court summonses that have followed Fascist 
meetings and demonstrations in the locality. The deputation 
appointed consists of the Chairman of the Watch Committee, Coun- 
eilor Ells Green; Colonel Westcott, the Deputy Chairman; Alderman 
Joseph Toole; the Chief Constable, Mr. John Maxwell; and the Town 
Clerk, Mr. F. E. Warbreck Howell. 

An application to hold a Fascist meeting on Albert Croft, Miles 
Platting, on Sunday last, was granted by the Committee, but permuis- 
sion was refused for a procession through the streets. Members of 
the Committee, in view of recent experiences in Manchester, have 
expressed the view that to allow such processions would be provocative 
of trouble, and the problem has gravely disturbed them. Fascist 
meetings m recent weeks have caused the drafting of hundreds of 
pohee to the vicinity of the meeting-places, notably in Cheetham Hill 
and in Hulme.

Disorderly Behaviour 
Manchester Fascists Fined 


Five men who appeared before the Manchester magistrates on 
remand recently were fined for disorderly behaviour, The men were 
Paul Komarzeski (twenty-six), Bignor Street, Cheetham; Thomas 
Garnett (forty), Victoria Street, New Cross; James Simmonds (twenty- 
one), Blackpool Street, Clayton; Richard Bellot (thirty), Shirley Road, 
Cheetham; and Thomas Davies (twenty), Shirley Road, Cheetham. 


The prosecution alleged that the five men, four of whom belonged - 
to a Fascist organisation but were not wearing uniforms, were fight- { 
ing with a crowd in Oxford Road on Sunday mght. When warned, t. 
they did not desist and were arrested. When in the section house, e a 
Garnett dropped a piece of rubber tubing down his trousers leg to the 
floor and tried to push it out of sight. 


In evidence, it was said that Garnett (who was not a member of 
the British Umon of Fascists, but was a sympathiser and had been in 
the Fascist Club with the other defendants) used a belt or piece of 
tubing against the crowd. The other four were members of the 
B.U.F. The defence alleged that there was a hostile crowd outside 
the Fascist Club in Tomlinson Street, and they attacked the men as 
they left and threw missiles at them, so that the men were only 
defending themselves. All defendants were found guilty ; Garnett was 
fined £2 and the others £1 each, the costs to be shared between them.

“The only paper in the country not financed by the Jews.” 

Tue alleged “beating-up” of two Birmingham shopkeepers by a 
gang of young men led to the appearance of two prisoners at 
Birmingham Police Court last week. “The part I don’t like about 
these cases,” said Mr. M. P. Pugh, who prosecuted, “is that one of 
the shopkeepers was called an ‘old Jew.’ I do not think there is any 
question about Jew-baiting, but in case there is, I think it would be 
as well if it went out that any such cases of Jew-baiting would be 
severely dealt with.”

A Jewish Ministry of ‘Defence 
Misplaced Zeal 


Preaching at the Golders Green Synagogue recently, the Rev. Dr. 
J Rabbinowitz said: “Phineas was the true type of Jewish hero, the 
man who did the right thing at the right moment. A lover of peace, 
he was yet capable of righteous indignation when the good name and 
honour of his people were concerned. Never more than to-day 1s it 
s0 imperative for the Jew to have the courage to display mghteous 
indignation. We live at a time unparalleled in Jewish history, when 
on all sides we are being attacked by our enemies. On the platform 
and in the Press, in public and in private, untruths and deliberate 
misrepresentations about us are spread in order to undermine our 
position of security in this free country. The Fascist propaganda 
against Jews is a menace which we may not with impunity ignore. It 
is real. It spells danger. It has reached such dimensions that it is 
no longer safe for us to brush it aside with a shrug of the shoulders 
as we were wont to do in the past. But, whilst we should all be filled 
with mghteous indignation at the wicked onslaughts made on our 
people, we must at the same time remember that not every one of us 
has the extraordinary gifts of a Phineas to strike a telling blow at 
injustice and untruth, and that not all of us possess either the fiery 
eloquence or the power to wield the pen or the requisite Jewish know- 
ledge to enable us to enter into the hsts against our enermes. A weak 
defence of Judaistn does more harm than no defence at all. Those of 
our brethren who, in their musplaced zeal, on the shghtest provocation 
rush into the Press to defend Jews and Judaism do the greatest dis- 
service to the Jewish cause. The times we live tn are far too anxious 
to permit every Jew becoming a self-styled Phineas. What we need 
to-day is a Jewish Ministry of Defence, composed of the best brains mn 
Anglo-Jewry, of men who have both the requisite Jewish knowledge 
and the zeal and the ability to reply to the attacks of our foes.” 


“If This Sort of Thing Continues ———" 


The following leaderette appeared in the News CHrontcie last 
week : 

“On Monday, ‘a young blackguard’ (as Mr. Metcalfe called him) 
was fined two pounds for throwing paper bags contaming flour and eggs 
at a Labour procession in Bethnal Green. On the same day two others 
were bound over in Mr. Curtis- Bennett's court for attacking people in a 
crowd at Walthamstow. Since the beginning of June this year there 
have been prosecutions, for violence, of Fascist agents reported from 
Oxford and Liverpool, from Walthamstow and Edinburgh, from 
Tonypandy, Hulme and Manchester.

Having been actively engaged these past few years in many parts 
of the country, giving the lie to the Fascist attack upon Jewry, may 
I be allowed to suggest a line of defence necessary to deal with this 
menace !

HOLIDAY 


AKING young children away is no longer 
the simple undertaking it used to be 
in years gone by. On the other 
hand, it should not be approached 
with that over-load of anx ety with 
which some modern mothers cloud 
their family’s vacation. The much 
desired happy medium can be struck 
by considering the needs of the child 
‘and of his adult companions as two 
separate problems. In this way pro- 
vision for each can be planned. and 
the activity with which chiidren 
express their essential egotism can be 
allowed outlets without totally des- 

troying those delights of the perceful and contemplative kind which 

are a most important feature of recreation to more mature minds. 

Let us examine this problem particularly from the angle of planning 
for the youngsters’ needs. The essentials for little children on holiday 
are actually little more than an extension of their daily life at home, 
As far as is reasonably possible continuity 
of habit, diet, and handling should be 
observed. The child, unlike his elders, 
seldom benefits from violent change. His 
holiday, if it is to do him good, must be 
devised to afford him the maximum oppor- 
tunity for absorbing through his skin the 
sunshine he will need to store up against 
the coming winter.

Sir Robert. after woleoming Mr. Percy M. Rossdale, whom, he said, 
eame to the Council for the first time as Treasurer, spoke of the severe 
loss which the Council had suffered since their last meeting by the death 
of Mr. W. T. Leviansky, their Hon. Solicitor, who had had the amazing 
record of having served the Council for fifty years in vanous capacities. 

The Council stood in silence to Mr. Leviansky’s memory. 

Scrutineers were appointed for election to a number of Committees, 
the unopposed returns being: Mr. H. Gledhill (a Treasurer of the Buna! 
Society), Mr. A. Finburgh (Building Committee), Mr. R. Salter (Associate 
Synagogue Committee) and Dr. M. Epstein (Advisory Committee for the 
Admission of Jewish Ecclesiastical Officers). 

The Council agreed to the recommendation of the Executrve Com- 
mittee that the honour of Life Membership of the Council be conferred on 
Mr. Lawrence Levy, who retired from the office of one of the Treasurers of 
the Bunal Society. 

The recommendation that Mr. M. Hyman Isaacs be appointed as Hon.

Countering Anti-Judaism 

The next item upon the agenda, under the heading of ** Truths of 
Judaism,’ referred to the ‘‘ attempts to decry Judaism being made by 
bodies and individuals,’’ and continued: ** Lest slanders should by mere 
repetition create misgivings in the minds of some of our fellow citizens, 
it is proposed to take, in conjunction with other Synagogal bodies, some 
steps to remind the Jewish and non-Jewish public of the high moral 
principles for which Judaism stands.’’ 

Sin Rosert spoke of the campaign of calumny and falsehoods which 
was being carned on by hoohgans who were in the habit of spreading 
falsehoods as to the teachings of Judaism, and the suggestion, he said, 
was made by Rabhi Schonfeld to them that the relumous bodies might 
play their part by putting up outside their Synagogues a series of quota- 
tions from the Bible and Jewish literature, very carefully selected, so as 
to make it clear to those who cared to read, that the ethics of Judaism 
were certainly not infenor to those of any of the other civilised religions. 
Therefore, they called together a meeting of representatives of the other 
Synagogal bodies and other organisations, and they agreed that this idea 
should be carried out. Between them they represented about 150 Syna- 
gogues, and it was proposed that they should do this éxperimentally— 
putting up on the outside of a hundred Synagogues notice boards where 
they could be easily seen by the public, and it was suggested that an 
expenditure of £500 should be incurred, to which the United Synagogue 
should contnbute £250. The Federation of Synagocues would contribute 
£150, and other Synagogues smaller sums. _ 

Mr. J. MENpeLowircn asked why his motion requesting the 
representatives of the United Synavogue to stress at the Board of 
Deputies the urgent necessity of taking strong measures in connection 
with the matter had been ruled out of order, when on this verv agenda 
they were asking for a grant towards Jewish Defence’? §

" Mrs. Nathan, addressing the pupils, said that two big responsibilities 
rested upon the pupils of the classes. They were gaining knowledge of 
their religion, and of their historic background, which would form a solic 
foundation for their future development. It was for them to see that 
the foundations that their teachers were laying were well and truly laid, 
so that the building they hoped to put upon them would not collapse. 
Many of them were old enough to realise the extremely difficult time 
through which Jews everywhere were living. They were fortunate to live 
in a country where Jews were not persecuted as they were to-day in 
Germany. It rested with those pupils to uphold the good name of Jews at 
all times. They must be satisfied with nothing but the best in their own 
conduct, and above all in their personal behaviour. By avoiding boasting, 
or pushing or scheming, they must create amongst the generation of non- 
Jewish boys and girls with whom they were growing up, a fair, opmmon 
of the Jewish people. If they did that, and at some future time, those 
non-Jewish fnends of theirs were called upon to listen to adverse criticism 
or slander of the Jewish people, the early unpression they had had of their - 
Jewish school-fellows would counteract the evil that was sought to be 
done to the Jewish people. They must avoid trying to be ** too clever 
by half,’’ which was an attitude which never ceased to exasperate others 
and ultunately to make Jews hated. 

After Mrs. Nathan had handed out the awards, Mr. Marks addressed 
the children. 

A Penny Appeal, in aid of the Hospitality Committee of the German

Glasgow's International Runner 


We do not often come across Jewish athletes of particular merit 
in Glasgow (writes a Correspondent), but Max Rayne, the Glasgow-born 
international runner, is a bright star in an otherwise clear sky. His 
long list of successes at home and 
abroad makes impressive reading, 
and Glasgow Jewry, as, indeed, 
British Jewry, have every reason 

to be proud of this really 
Jewish young runner of outstand- 

ing ability. He joined as his first 
club the Plebeian Harriers, a well- 
known Scottish sports elub, and in 

the first vear he won the novices 
championship for the six mules race, 

and was runner-up in the same year 

for the club championship to S. K. 
Tombe, the international athlete. 
Rayne was in the Western District 
Chammonship relay race of ten 
miles on four occasions. The 
following vear, on the track, he 
was in the winning two miles team 
races. Out of a field of 400, in 
which he ran 6th, he was selected 

to go to Leamington Spa as an 
international. He was also in the a 
winning team of the Edinburgh to & 
Claszow relay race. 

In 1932, he was selected to go to 
Brussels as Scottish international, but he preferred to go to the Palestine 
Olympiad. .There he ran 4th in the 5,000 metres and won the 1,000 

/metres. Max was the first Jew to win the Palestine cross country cham- 
) open. and he still recalls how thrilled he was when finishing this race, 
‘hearing the excited cries of the Jewish populace: ‘‘Yehudi Rishon! 
'Yehudi Rishon!’ (the Jew is first! the Jew is first!). This championship 
was previously held by an Insh policeman in the Palestine Constabulary. 
Rayne remained in Palestine for me eight months, working in Tel-Aviv

Returning to Glasgow and to his old club, he was in seventeen 
winning relay races and in four successful Edinburgh to Glasgow relay 
races sponsored by the News or tar Worup and Dairy Recorp. In 
1930, he ran second to Evanson, who won the cross country championship. 
The following week, Rayne ran second to Duncan Wright, the star 
runner, being beaten by 7 secs, in the fourteen-and-a-half miles race from 
Morpeth to Newcastle. On seven occasions Max was runner-up in the 
club championsiup. Last year, in the Palestine Maccabiah, Max ran 
third in the 10,000 metres and was first in the 1,000 metres. In Prague, 
eighteen months ago, he was an easy winnef in the 5,000 metres. 

; Max Rayne is a member of the local Bar Cochba, which he helped 
to establish in Glasgow, and is interested in Palestine work. In his own 


quiet way, Max is progressing and gathering laurels to his crown. Long 
may he continue to do so.

Communal Leaders’ Responsibility 


A correspondent writes: 

Mr. R. A. Flatau, Vice-President of the Old Victorians, presided on 
Monday evening, when nearly seventy members were presert at the 
Club's Annual Meeting. 

A communication was read from Mr. C. E. Sebag-Montefiore (the 
Club's President) expressing regret at his inability to be present. Further 
correspondence was read from the Association of Jewish Youth and Mr. 
biduey 8S. Cohen, both dealing with the Fascist menace to Jewry, and it 
was decided to discuss them later in the cvening, 

Mr. Len Lassman, the Club’s Chairman, read a report of the year's 
work. 

Mr. Flatau thanked Mr. Lassman and Mr. 8. Gold proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Lassman which was carried. 

Mr. Harris presented the Balance-sheect, and Mr. Fiatau explained 
the Ciub’s new Trust Deed. After much discussion, both reports were 
adopted by the members. 

The result of the Club's election of Hon, Officers was as follows: 
Messrs. L. Lassman, Chairman; 8S. Gold, Vice-Chairman; J. Shulman, 
Hon. Treasurer; M. Lampert, Hon. Auditor; J. Weisrose and 8S, Moss, 
Trustees ; and L. Harris and A. Miller, Joint Hon. Secretaries.

Mr. S. Gold suggested that a member of the Board of Deputies be 
asked to the Club toexplain to the members what was being done about 
the anti-Semitic menace. 

Mr. Len Lassman concluded the debate on the lines that it was a 
futile policy that asked one to be insulted and “ hit on the chin,” and yet 
do nothing by way of response. The East End Jewish Community 
could not live on promises and something would have to be done about it. 
Jewish youth in particular did not feel satisfied that all available means 
were being employed. Gentiles wonld not have submitted to being 
insulted in the streets in the same way that Jews had been. A Deputy 
must be invited to explain what was being done and if this explanation 
were not satisfactory, then Jewish youth would have to act by them- 
selves. 

Mr. Flatan reminded the members that the Jews’ Free School Club 
would be their guests for the next five weeks owing to Club repairs.

APATHY OF PARENTS 
[From our Correspondent] 


Sir Montague Burton, J.P., was in the Chair at the Annual Meect- 
ing of the Talmud Torah held last Sunday at Trafalgar Terrace. He 
remarked upon the great falling-off in the attendances at the School. 
In the past, he said, the Leeds Community was prepared and willing 
to make great sacrifices for the future of Jewry. Sir Montague paid a 
tribute to the Chairman of the Talmud Torah, Mr. Maurice Stross, 
and congratulated him upon his Silver Wedding. He welcomed Mr-. 

Nathan Cohen (President of the Harrogate Community) after lus 
recent severe illness. Sir Montague thanked those who had helped to 
carry on the magnificent work of the Institution, and trusted that 
the many families who had not contributed towards the funds would 
do so in the future. 


A tribute was paid to Rabbi.Hurwitz for his encouragement to the 
Educational Department of the Institution. 

Mr. M. Nathan, Treasurer, associated himself with the tmbute 
to Mr. Stross, and presented the financml statement. He thanked al! 
the subscribers and hoped for their continued support. 

In moving the adoption of the Balance-sheet, Mr. A. M. Hurwitz 
regretfully observed the small number of people present, which, he 
declared, showed the general apathy of the Leeds Community. The 
motion for adoption was seconded by Mr. M. Saipe and supported by 
Mr. Velinsky, who paid a tribute to the excellent work of the Executive. 
Mr. Nathan Cohen pointed out the paramount importance of the work 
of the Talmud Torah. 


Mr. M. Stross thanked Sir Montague Burton for the kind words 


he had spoken and for his encouraging support and generosity to the 


Institution. He paid a tribute to the good work of the Treasurer. 


Mr. Stross appealed for the concerted effort of the whole Community, 
who in the past, he said, had left the bulk of the work to be done by 
a few actively-interested individdals. The falling-off in the atten- 


- dances was due, he suggested, to the apatiry of the parents regarding 


the Hebrew education of their children, and that, with their removal 
to other districts, they had made little attempt to secure the estab- 
lishment of convenient Hebrew Schools. Mr. Stross advocated the 
reorganisation of the Talmud Torah as a day school, thereby effecting 
a solution of the problems of excessive hours devoted to study by the 
children and the irksome journeys involved in attendance at two 
different schools. Mr. Stross thanked Mr. Lask; Headmaster, and Mr. 
H. Taylor, retiring Secretary, for their devotion to duty, and welcomed 
the oldest member of the Institution, Mr. Hyman. Mr. M. Silman 
responded to a vote of thanks on behalf of the Executive. 

Mr. Joseph Porton appealed for an increase of pupils. He attri- 
buted the falling-off in the attendance to the introduction of Hebrew 
lessons, of very short duration, in schools where the pupils were pre- 
dominantly Jewish. He regretted to note the absence of Rabbi 
Hurwitz, due to ill-health, and the lack of interest shown by the other 
Rabbis of Leeds. Tribute was paid to.the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, Hon. 
Secretary, who was unavoidably absent. 

Mr. 5. Miller, proposing a vote of thanks to Mr, Lask and the 
Staff, advocated the introduction of further attractions for the children 
in the form of outings and prizes. Mr. Adler, speaking in Hebrew, 
seconded the vote of thanks.

The fifty-eixth Annual Report states: 


It is sad to reflect that there are large numbers of Jewish families in 


Leeds who do not contribute anything. It is hard to believe that Jews who 
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spend great sums of money the whole year round on ‘personal leasures and 
juxuries of all sorts should begrudge to pay a small annual sum to an 
Institution whose pupils mainly consist of the children of poor parents. A 
matter which is causing no little anxiety to the Executive is that the number 
of pupils at the Talmud Torah is on the decrease. This may be attributable 
‘o the fact that there is now a constant migration of Jewish familie< from the 
congested centres of the city to the Chapeltown and Roundhay suburbs 
which means that branch Talmud Torahs will have to be opened sooner pa 
later in these areas. Another and more serous cause lies in the fact 
that there are numerous parents who make no effort to give their 
children any Hebrew education whatsoever. The Executive possess the 
-atisfaction of feeling that they are doing their very best to remedy a state 
»f affairs which, if allowed to go unchecked. will prove a disaster to the 
tewish life of the future. The Executive have devoted many meetings to 
‘he consideration of the question of opening up new classes in the Chapel- 
‘own and Roundhay areas. This is felt to be a crying necessity, as there 
are great numbers of children in these districts who are receiving no Jewish 
onstruction whatsoever,

NECESSITY FOR MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


In view of the expandinz nature of the various sections of the 
Company's activities, and the extensive ramifications of its interests, both 
at homme and abroad, your Directors have for some tune felt the need of 
distributing the burden of management. After lengthy consideration, the 
Board deemed it advisable to abolish the office of Managing Director, and 
to appoint in place thereof a Management Committee. The present 
members of this Committee are: the Chairman, Sir Alexander Walker, 
Sir James CC. Calder, Mr. William Harrison, Mr. P. M. Dewar and Mr.

COMPANY SUPPORTS HOME FARMER 


Last vear, your Chairman referred to the Petition of the Scottish 
Chamber of Agriculture, to the Import Duties Advisory Committee, that a 
duty of 10s. per quarter be placed on all foreign barley unported into this 
country, in place of the present 10 per cent. ad valorem duty. There 
was also a petition by the National Farmers’ Union of England for a duty 
of 20s. per quarter on imported foreign malting barley for brewing and 
distilling. The objections of your Company were actively pursued, and 
l am glad to say that that Committee, as recently announced in the Press 
~-fortunately, we think, in the interests of the farmers themselves— 
refused to accede to these requests to place an additional duty on unported 
barley. Furthermore, it would obviously have been very unjust to have 
burdened the distiller with such an imposition whilst the spirit duty 
remains at its present excessively high level. So far as this Company is 
concerned its action in supporting the farmer, by using the Home product 
instead of pur@hasing an equivalent quantity of Dominion barley, has 
cost over £37,000 during the year under review. That was eur con- 
tribution to the farmer, in addition to the advantages he derived by 
having his ground under cultivation, and the general employment follow- 
ing thereon to the agricultural worker. 

In addressing you in 1934, I referred particularly to the barley 
position, and the steps that were then being taken to help the farmer by 
distilling malt whisky from only home-grown barley. Notwithstanding 
what we have done to assist, we have not been treated in the same 
generous way by the Chancellor of the Exchequer as the brewers, who, 
while arranging to take up a certain quantity of home-grown barley, 
agg whos ye to their usage, received a concession in the beer duty. 

e have, nevertheless, promised to continue our support to the Home 
farmer, provided the barley is of suitable quality and in line with world 
conditions as to price. The Whisky Association and members of the Allied 
Trades made representations to the Chancellor of the Exchequer for a 
reduction in the duty, but on this occasion the financial position of the 
country, following upon the Government’s defence programme, has not 
allowed of any relief being granted. 

Our distilleries have been working steadily during the past year, 
and the prospects of a continuance of the demand for new whiskies are 
favourable.

SUBSTANTIAL RESERVES FOR COMPANY'S 
CHEMICAL ACTIVITIES 

Dealing with the chemical activities of the Company, you will be 
aware that for a considerable time now we have devoted a great deal 
of our attention to this department. Alcohol ts the raw matenal and 
basis for a large range of solvents and @her chemicals required in modern 
industry, and new synthetic processes of conversion are discovered and 
applied with great rapidity. While to-day we may be satisfied with many 
of our processes, to-morrow new discovenes may render these obsolete, 
and we have to adapt ourselves to such changes from day to day. In 
che:nistry, as in many other things, it may be-sard that * there is nothing 
more permanent than change,”’ and the extraordinary amount of research 
work going on throughout the world at a feversh rate is not only 
interesting but disturbing. It is essential that this Company should keep 
abreast of all such developments. 

In this chemical development, not only in their own research and in 
their capacity to advise on any new process offered to the Company, but 
also in the datly routine of checking and analysing our weekly productions 
in our factories by scientific control, we have been very loyally and ably 
served by our Central Research Laboratory at Epsom, and by our chemical 
advisers. 

From what I have said you will see that at any moment we may be 
compelled, either alone or in association with others, to invest considerable 
sums in new installations which may only be profitable on large-scale 
production. You will therefore understand the necessity for our holding 
substantial reserves and liquid funds against such contingencies. You 
will also appreciate the necessity for heavy deductions for depreciation and 
obsolescence. 

Our yeast trade for the past year has been well maintained, notwith- 
standing the severe home and foreign competition. 

The Malt Extract Factory has been fully employed during the year, 
and I am giad to say that the output shows an tmprovement on last 
year’s figures. Here, as in the yeast trade, the competition has been 
keen and the margin of profit has accordingly become smaller. 


FINANCIAL POSITION REVIEWED 
STABILITY AND SECURITY PRIMARY CONSIDERATIONS

COMPANY AGAIN PAYS 20°/, DIVIDEND 


The fifty-mnth Annual General Meeting of the Distillers Company, 
limited, was held in the North British Station Hotel. Edinbureh, on 
inday, July l7th, 1936, when Mr. Thomas Herd, Chairman of the 
Company, presided. 

The Chairman said: My Lord, Ladies and Gentlemen, in accordance 
with our usual practice [ propose, with your permission, to hold the 
lirectors’ Report as read. 

I feel I shail be correctly giving effect to your wishes if I refer at 
once to the position I am to-day occupying in presiding at this meeting. 
In the first place, I desire to take this opportunity of thanking you, and 
particularly my colleagues on the Board, for their generous indulyence 
to me during my period of indispositiog, which, unfortunately, prevented 
ine from beimg present at our last Annual Meeting. 

On that occasion Mr. Willian H. Ross intimated his desire to be relieved 
of his duties as Chairman, and also to retire from the Board. His wishes 
were given effect to on November 5th last, and my colleagues and I 
now wish to associate ourselves with the well-merited compliment paid to 
Mr. Ross by Mr. W, H. Fraser last June, and to express our high 
appresation of Mr. Ross’s long and able services to the Company. ‘s'> all 
trust that Mr. Ross will long be spared to enjoy his retirement. 

To fill the vacan y in the Chatrm inship my Cc leagues on the Board 
unanimously elected me to that responsible position, and needless to 
av I highly appreciate the honour conferred upon me. 

The Company suffered a further loss in August by the death of 
Lord Woolavington, one of. its Directors, who was an outstanding 
personality, not only in the Trade, but also throughout the realms of 
sport and philanthropy. Another vacancy on the Board occurred in 
May.of this year, through the retiral of Mr. William Morrison, who had 
been connected with our Associate Company, W. P. Lowrie and Co., 
Ltd., for forty-five years, durnnz eleven of which he gave faithful service 
to your Company as a Director. 

We do not consider it necessary to fill all the vacancies on the Board 
at the present time, but later mn this meeting you will be asked to elect 
Mr. T. Horacé Harvey to fill one of them. 


NECESSITY FOR MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 

In view of the expandinz nature of the various sections of the 
Company's activities, and the extensive ramifications of its interests, both 
at. home and abroad, your Directors have for some time felt the need of 
distnbuting the burden of management. After lengthy consideration, the 
Board deemed it advisable to abolish the office of Managing Director, and 
to appoint in place thereof a Management Committee. The present 
members of this Committee are: the Chairman, Sir Alexander Walker, 
Sir James C. Calder, Mr. William Harrison, Mr. P. M. Dewar and Mr. 
Thomas Wilkinson, who are at the same time fulfilling the ‘position of 
Chairmon of the respective compames in the group with which they were 
previously identified, and on each member of Committee there has been 
placed the responsibility for a section of the Company's business. 

Now, Ladies and Gentlemen, having dealt with the alterations in 
the Management, I desire to give you a review of the Company's 
activities during the year. 

COMPANY SUPPORTS HOME FARMER 

Last vear, your Chatrman referred to the Petition of the Scottish 
Chamber of Agnculture, to the Import Duties Advisory Committee, that a 
duty of 10s. per quarter be placed on all foreign barley imported into this 
country, 1n place of the present 10 per cent. ad valorem duty. There 
was also a petition by the National Farmers’ Union of England for a duty 
of 20s. per quarter on imported foreign malting barley for brewing and 
distilling. The objections of your Company were actively pursued, and 
l am glad to say that that Committee, as recently announced in the Press 
—-fortunately, we think, in the interests of the farmers themselves— 
refused to accede to these requests to place an additional duty on imported 
barley. Furthermore, it would obviously have been very unjust to have 
burdened the distiller with such an imposition whilst the spint duty 
remains at its present excessively high level. So far as this Company is 
concerned its action in supporting the farmer, by using the Home product 
instead of purchasing an equivalent quantity of Dominion barley, has 
cost over £37,000 during the year under review. That was eur con- 
tribution to the farmer, in addition to the advantages he denved by 
having his ground under cultivation, and the general employment follow- 
ing thereon to the agricultural worker. 

In addressing you in 1934, I referred particularly to the barley 
position, and the steps that were then being taken to help the farmer by 
distilling malt whisky from only home-grown barley. Notwithstanding 
what we have done to assist, we have not been treated in the same 
generous way by the Chancellor of the Exchequer as the brewers, who, 
while arranging to take up a certain quantity of home-grown barley, 

roportionate to their usage, received a concession in the beer duty. 
Ve have, nevertheless, promised to continue our support to the Home 
farmer, provided the barley is of suitable quality and in line with world 
conditions as to price. The Whisky Association and members of the Allied 
Trades made representations to the Chancellor of the Exchequer for a 
reduction in the duty, but on this occasion the financial position of the 
country, following upon the Government's defence programme, has not 
allowed of any relief being granted. 

Our distilleries have been working steadily during the past year, 
and the prospects of a continuance of the demand for new whiskies are

Turning now to our interests in the Blended Scotch Whisky trade, 
T am pleased to say that both the home and export sections show increases 
over the previous year. The former has benefited from the increased 
purchasing power of the community, following the revival in trade, whilst 
the export ia been: materially helped by improving conditions abroad, 
more especially in the United States of America, where the genuine Scotch 
product is being more and more fully appreciated. Scotch Whisky has

notwithstanding the difficulties of unstable exchanges. r brands are 


in universal favour, and, as each separate unit of our group holds very 
large matured stocks of the finest Scotch Whiskies. the public can he 
assured of a continuance of the highest possible quality with matured 
age. It will interest you to know that despite the fact that our ratio 
of trade has risen, the stocks in bond held by our subsidiary companies 
have increased over the corresponding period of last vear. 

CHAIRMAN’S APPEAL TO GOVERNMENT: AUTHORITIES 

On a previous occasion, I referred to the very valuable assistance 
rendered by the Board of Trade and other British Government authorities, 
in London and Washington, to the Scotch Whisky industry, and in the 
name of the whole industry I wish again to express our appreciation of 
the further efforts they have made on its behalf. The rewulations. how- 
ever, governing the unports of Scotch Whisky into the U.S.A. are still 
very fluid, in fact, ever-changing, and I would earnestly appeal to our 
Board of Trade and the Customs and Excise authorities to pass such 
legislative measures as will assist towards the protection of the whole 
Scotch Whisky industry, which has been built up at such enormous 
expense. 

As regards the Industrial Alcohol side of our business. the com- 
petition is becoming more intensive, and the margins of profit are small 
in proportion to the capital employed. We take no exception to this, 
as we have always realised that Industnal Spirit is the base for so many 
other products. The fact of its cheapness has undoubtedly encouraged 
its increased use. 

In 1934, your Chairman made reference to the new motor fuel 
known as ** Cleveland Discol,’’ the aleohol content of which 1s exclusively 
supplied by your Company. I am glad to say that the demand ts 
developing satisfactoniyv, and I desire to thank our stockholders who are 
motorists for the support they have given by purchasing this product, 
and would ask them to recommend it t» their frends 

I arn also pleased to report that the full productive capacity of our 
** Gyproc "’ Plaster Board Factory at Rochester is being fully taken up, 
and the demand for ** Gyproc ™* is such that we have. authonsed the 
erection of another factory. 

SUBSTANTIAL RESERVES FOR COMPANY'S 
CHEMICAL ACTIVITIES 

Dealing with the chemical activities of the Company, you will be 
aware that for a considerable time now we have devoted a great deal 
of our attention to this department. Alcohol is the raw maternal and 
basis for a large range of solvents and @her chemicals required in modern 
industry, and new synthetic processes of conversion are discovered and 
applied with great rapidity. While to-day we may be satisfied with many 
of our processes, to-morrow new discovenes may render these obsolete, 
and we have to adapt ourselves to such changes from day to day. In 
chemistry, as in many other things, it may be said that ** there 1s notinng 
more permanent than change,’ and the extraordinary amount of research 
work going on throughout the world at a fevensh rate is not only 
interesting but disturbing. It 1s essential that this Company should keep 
abreast of all such developments. 

In this chemical development, not only in their own research and in 
their capacity to advise on any new process offered to the Company, but 
also in the daily routine of checking and analysing our weekly productions 
in our factories by scientific control, we have been very loyally and ably 
served by our Central Research Laboratory at Epsom, and by our chemical 
advisers. 

From what I have said you will see thaf at any moment we may be 
compelled, either alone or in association with others, to invest considerable 
sums in new installations which may only be profitable on large-scale. 
production. You will therefore understand the necessity for our holding 
substantial reserves and liquid funds against such contingencies. You 
will also appreciate the necessity for heavy deductions for depreciation and 
obsolescence. 

Our yeast trade for the past year has been well maintained, notwith- 
standing the severe home and foreign competition. 

The Malt Extract Factory has been fully employed during the year, 
and I atn giad to say that the output shows an mumprovement on last 
year’s figures. Here, as in the yeast trade, the competition has been 
keen and the margin of profit has accordingly become smaller. 


FINANCIAL POSITION REVIEWED 
STABILITY AND SECURITY PRIMARY CONSIDERATIONS 


I shall now turn to the Accounts, which have been in your hands for 
the past week, and, with your permission, will also take them as read. 

There are certain items in the Balance-sheet to which I should hke to 
refer. I shall take the capital or liability side first. You will see from 
the Directors’ Report that it is proposed to increase the Reserve Fund by 
£400,000, bringing this up to £4,000,000. Our traditional conservative 
finance has more than justified itself in the past, but, having regard to 
the kaleidoscopic changes in the various trades in which we are now 
engaged, and especially that of chemicals, this policy will be found even 
more necessary in the future, I am sure the great body of our stock- 
holders prefer that our policy should be one that aims at stability and 
security. 

The Fire Insurance Fund and the Superannuation and Provident 
Fund, it is proposed, should be increased, the first named by £50,000, 
and the latter by £100,000. The Fire Insurance Fund has stood at 
£200,000 since 1930, and in view of the Company's expansion since then 
it is considered desirable to increase the Fund by £50,000. I am sure 
you will also readily agree with your Board’s proposal in recommending 
that a further £100,000 should be added to the Superannuation and 
Provident Fund. 

Both the loans from and to the subsidiary companies have increased 
during the year. This is the result on the one hand of the continuation of 
the policy, instituted some years ago, of consolidating the financial control, 
to a greater extent than formerly, in the hands of the Holding Company. 
On’ the other hand the loans to such companies have increased as a 
result of the better trade and the increased stocks held, to which I have 
already referred. The increase under sundry creditors is due partly to an 
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increase of trade creditors, partly to an increase in the reserve for 
income tax, and partly to the increase in reserve called for by inter- 
company transactions. 

On the asset side of the Balance-sheet, Land and Buildings, and 
Plant and Utensils have been depreciated in the usual scale, and I think I 
can add nothing to what has been said at these meetings in the past about 
these items. Principal interest in the asset side of the Balance-sheet will 
centre this year, I think, in the increase shown wader sundry investments. 
These appear at just over £5,500,000 this year, as compared with just 
under £2,700,000 last year. This is accounted for by additional purchases 
of Government securities, all of which have a definite repayment date, 
and I may say that these Government securities stand in our books at 
cést or redemption price, whichever is the lower. This reflects on the 
cash position, which shows a considerable reduction on the 1935 figure, 
but which leaves us with ample cash resources for our ummediate require- 
ments. 

The Subsidiary Companies’ Investment Account calls for no detailed 
explanation this year, the investments, as indicated in your Chairman s 
speeches of fortner years, having been carefully scrutinised and provided 
for where necessary. I have already referred to the Subsidiary Companies 
Current and Loan Accounts. 

I should, at this stage, mention that we have acquired the freehold 
properties, Nos. 20 and 21, St. James's Square, London, for the purpose 
of housing the Company’s London Staff, together with that of several of 
the subsidiary companies, all of which are presentiy occupying rented 
accommodation. It is intended to treat this purchase as an investment, 
and for this purpose we have registered a company under the name of 
the Winchester House Property Company, Limited 

Sundry debtors show an increase of about £200,000, and this is 

artly accounted for by the natural expansion of trade, and partly caused 
- increases in certain credits of a trade nature. 

Coming now to the Profit and Loss Account, your Directors are 
pleased to report an increase of about £109,000 over last year’s figure. 
The sum available for appropriation is £2,640,650 8s. 10d., including the 
carry-forward from last year, and your Directors propose that this should 
be dealt with in the manner set forth in the Report. 

The Board submits these Accounts with everv confidence that the 
stockholders will be well satisfied with the results achieved during the 
year under review. 

I have great pleasure, on behalf of the Board, in taking this 
opportunity of conveying to the members of the staffs of all branches of 
our organisation, at home and abroad, their thanks for the co-operation 
and loyal. service which has enabled us to submit such a satisfactory 
Report, and I am confident this meeting will join us in this expression of 
appreciation. 

In conclusion, I have much pleasure in moving the adoption of the 
Report which recommends « Final Dividend on the Preference Stock of 
3 per cent., less tax, making, with the Interun Dividend of 3 per cent. 
already paid, a Dividend of 6 per cent., less Tax, for the year; also a 
Final Dividend on the Ordinary Stock of 12) per cent., less Tax, making, 
with the Interm Dividend of 7} per cent. already paid, a Dividend for 
the year of 20 per cent., less Tax, and carrving forward to next yeur a 
balance of £348,780 19s. 2d. 

Sir James C. Calder seconded the adoption of the Report. 
; The Chairman asked if there were any questions, and there being none 
he declared the motion carried unanimously.

The one-hundred-and-twenty-third Ordinary Meeting of the Standard 
Bank of South Africa, Limited, was held on July 22nd, at Southern House, 
London, E.C. 

Mr. John F. G. Gilliat, who presided, said’ that deposit, current and 
other accounts stood in the Balance-sheet at just under £58,000,000, an 
increase of £2,400,000 as compared with the figures a year ago. Bills dis- 
counted and advances, at a little below £30,000,000, showed an increase of 
approximately £2,000,000, which was satisfactory, following as it did an 
improvement of £3,000,000 recorded last year. 


Investments, at £12,400,000, 
were virtually unchanged, while cash in hand and at call and short notice. 


at £15,000,000 compared with £14,000,000 a year ago. 


Since the date of 
the Balance-sheet, the total investments had been increased by about 
2,000,000. 

The profit for the year was £477,535, as against £502,590 for the previous 
year.

The balance seems—to English eyes, at least—to be held fairly 
evenly between the two sides, even to the point of making some of the 
“Black and Tans” behave in a manner deserving of the epithets some- 
times hurled at those gentry. There 1s a strong love interest, com- 
plicated by national passions and the inevitable stern call of duty. 
It 1s, perhaps, a pity that more of Ireland's beautiful scenery was not 
allowed to grace the screen, but possibly the idea was to keep the 
mood of the piece constant.
